Eternal watchfulness is the price of liberty. 
A certain writer bas said: I warned the 
people from allowing tyrants to take away 
their Hderty piece by It is the policy 
of tyrants to do so. people do not notice 
it, and when they become conscious 
of it then fi will‘ be too late to re 
sist." That moment has now come. The 
intended execution of these men is the first at- 
tempt of the moneybagsof this country to 
oppress the people in their thought as well as 
in their economic position, I, for one, am not 
going to allow it, as far ag I can oppose it. I 
shall protest, and my mouth shall not be 
closed. I am as good as au body that lives in 
this country and it 18 my duty as a citizen to 
watob over the rights ot the people, because, 
when the rights of the people are oppressed 
my rights are oppressed as well. I sbail pro- 
test and fight energetically against every at- 
tempt of those who live upon the sweat of the 
people to oppress them. If we did otherwise 
they would gain their object. They want to 
terrorize the people. They want to make 
slaves of us, not only in our labor, but also in 
our thought. What is it that we want? What 
i it that those men wanted? Justice 
for all! They have worked, spoken, 
and written for the rights of the people. It is 
poseibie that in the heat of the battle, in plain 
view of the suffering of the poor and the lux- 
uries of the rich, the men have allowed a sen- 
tence to escape them that after mature refiec- 
uon they would not have spoken. But sbouid 
they be banged because their hearts over- 
flowed with sympathy, because they threatened 
the tyrants and told them that unless they re- 
lented and stopped aday of reckoning would 
come? That would be contrary to the princi- 
pies of a republic. And according to the Con- 
stitution in this country there is absolute free- 
dom of speech, and those who try to limit this 
freedom are the traitors to the Constitution, 
and they are the men who not only trample 
bumanity under foot and scorn the rights ot 
the peopie, but also practice treason to the 
country and the people. It is our duty and 
the duty of the people to arise and say: 
Thus far sbait thou go ana no farther! 
We are beld up to ridicule and reproacbed with 
beme foreigners. When the people of Ger- 
many rise for their rights they say it is the 
foreigners, When the French people rise it is 
the foreigners. The same in this countrys. 
But who are the inhabitants of this country? 
If history tells the truth the first settiers op 
American soil were criminals and frivolous 
women from Engiand who were sent to this 
country. These are the letters of nobility that 


these men carry on their backs. At the me 


time good and breve men also came here, full 
of love of liberty, who were rsecuted tor 
this love in Europe. People matte it a crime 
that we were not born in this country. And I 
ask you what would America be without the 
immigration of Germans, particularly in this 
centurs? Who bas cultivated the farms and 
cut the timber if not the Germans? And yet 
the German press of the country dare not say: 
‘We are here by virtue of our labor, and we 
shall remain here.’ It was not the Americans 
of the present time who granted us this privi- 
lege. They are too puny in mind to doso. It 
was the heroes of the Revolution who said 
that this country should be an asylum for the 
oppressed of all nations; here they should 
have liberty, and they gave us the institutions 
under which we could pursue happiness. That 
is all we want. We say there is but one prop- 
erty, and that is the labor of aman, and that 
labor should be secured to him. What a man 
gains by the labor of his hands or his mind 
should be bis, and he who will not labor should 
not eat. Let all those wo are interested in 
the su of the people join us, and let them 
not think we are weak. Weare not weuk if 
we are ubited. A word to the ladies: You 
do wrong, ladies, if you keep your husbanasg 
at home, telling them not to spend 
a quarter or 50 cents for 
affairs gut to labor and save money and stay 
at home. Youdo not injure anybody more 
than yourseives. It is women who suffer most 
under the present system. She suffers not 
only ber own ills. Not only has sbe herseif 
no voice in the Government under which sbe 
stands, but she bas to suffer for all the annoy- 
ances to whieh her husband is subject at tne 
shop which sour his mind and make him surly 
at bome. And when be dies who cares for 
you? No man, no minister, no money-bag in 
his palace, no statesman in the senate takes 
care of the widows and the orpbans. If an- 
body has an interest in tne social problem it is 
the women, the mothers of children, of daugn- 
ters who they expect to grow up inte women. 
Then let us unite and not rest until we have 
attained our end.“ 


Mrs. Parsons Talks of the “Judicial Con- 
spiracy.”’ 

The concert was almost over when it was 
announced that Mrs. Parsons was present and 
would make a few remarks. As the dark hued 
Anarchist stepped upon the stage she was 
greeted with loud appiause, and throughout 
ber brief speech the applause was excessive. 
She looked duskier than ever in ber Diack suit 
and black hat, and was listened to earnestly by 
about 700 people. She said: 

I intend to give you a very short review of m 

late trip East. hat led me to venture on suc 
a trip most of you know. Isat throughout that 
judicial farce that occurred so short a while ago 
—a farce that has become of international im- 
portance and so criticised. It is international 
when we see a cablegram from the French Gov- 
ernment condemning the verdict. Sittin 
throughout that memorapbie trial I never misse 
but half an hour, and then when I took my little 
boy to the depot to send him away. I was at the 
haymarket the night the bomb was thrown and 
knew by my own rsonal observations that 
there would have been no disturbance if the 
cowardly lice had not become the law- 
breakers. ing the infamous testimony as 
brought in before, that jury; seeing the 
way Grinnell brought in the infamous 
man Gilmer, and the way the latter testified, I 
knew which side the conspiracy was on. I could 
never in my wildest imagination suppose that 
Grinnell could stoop to such an infamous con- 
spiracy. Gilmer was only a tool in the hands of 
Grinnell. He was brought in and paid to give 
such testimony. You have no conception of the 
sympathy I met with while abroad. People 
nave come to me and said: I am no Anarchist, 
nor do I approve of the principles of Anarchism; 
but whether Anarchists or not they must have a 
fair trial, and I believe they have not had one.”’ 
I have appeared before the American people and 
asked fer judgment where passion had reigned. 
I did not retract any statement or 
speech I had made, nor did ask 
any statement of the prisoners had ever made to 
be withdrawn. Ionly asked for justice—to see 
iu there was a conspiracy to use bombs. At 
every meeting where I spoke resolutions were 
unanimously passed against the passionate 
verdict. I have spoken in eight States and have 
even gone into the conservative States of New 
England. I do notintend to take any credit, but 
when the New Haven students came to me and 
wanted me to give them an idea of what An- 
archism meant. it must be of some importance 
when it began to be discussed in the colleges. 
And I understand the question debated in one of 
the colleges was whether the Anarchists should 
hang or not. 
When Bonfield called on the police at the hay- 
market he hauled down the Stars and Stripes 
and should have been shot on the spot. When 1 
heard that there was a petition to Gov. Oglesby 
for clemency to the condemned men—I was in 
New York at the time—I telegraphed that it was 
disgusting. Justice should be asked for, and if 
that was denied they should die like men. I have 
carried the red flag into New Haven and Bridge- 
port, and as I waved my red silk handkerchief I 
told them it did not mean streets flooded with 
gore nor the throwing of bombs, All applauded 
the red flag. In making this 22 
what I considered my duty, and would have 
done it for other men. To all I have said: You 
are the great jury to sit in judgment. The case 
has left the narrow confines of Chicago, and I 
bring it before you.” The people stood appalled 
and otfr comrades were alive. 

I am ready to bow down and worship the 
American flag when no man will be refused em- 
ployment when he asks for it; when men will 
not sign away their liberty to obtain bread, as 
was done at the Stock-Yards. But until that 
time let us see to it that our liberties are not 
named pet names and stolen from us. The con- 
spiracy of the press is being dispelled and the 
first act of this great tragedy is ended. I do not 
get up here to inflame nor to incite, and I will 
take back nothing I have said, I am an Anarch- 
ist and revolutionist, ana propose to keep on so. 
We ask no mercy—we demand justice. If we 
cannot get justice for them, let us worship them 
as martyrs. 


Digging for Buried Gold in Fort Ontario. 

Osweao, N. T., Nov. 28.—[Speoial. I Some 
days ago a man who claimed to be William 
Dutcher of Chicago came to Oswego and asked 
permission of the commanding officer at Fort 
Ontario to dig up a certain part of the reserva- 
tion for a kettle of gold, which he claimed nad 
been buried by the French previous to the 
evacuation of the oid French fort. The story 
of the buried gold had been heard here many 
times before trom people who claimed to be 
able to locate the treasure buried by the 
French. Permission was finaliy obtained from 
the War Department at Wasbington to begin 
the digging. An aunt of Dutcher, whose hus- 
band was an old soldier, bad in bis possession 
a map by which the Operadons were directed. 
After digging for a day Dutcher abandoned 
the enterprise, declaring he would reaew it in 
the spring. It is the belief of many peovie bere 
that the French buried a large amount of gold 
before leaving the forts, and meny attempts 
have been made to find she treasure. 
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MAY BE A LOSS OF $80,000. 


SERIOUS DAMAGE TO THE FIRM OF 
R. ROTHSCHILD’S SONS & co. 


Fire and Water Destroy Valuable Furniture 
to an Estimated Amount of $75,000— 

i= The Building Injured to the Extent of 
3,000 — Theories as to the Origin of thé 
Blaze —Incendiarism or Spontaneous 
Combustion—Damage at Duluth—Other 
Losses, 

At 4:13 yesterday atternoon fire was discov- 
ered in the upper floor of the three-story build- 
ing comprising Nos. 220 to 232 Kinzie street, 
owaed by the Western Electric Manufacturing 
Company, and occupied by R. Rothscbild’s 
Sons & Co., manufacturers of saloon, bank, 
and office fixtures. A still alarm was given at 
the house of Engine Company No. 11, on Micb- 
igan, between State and Cass streets, Chemical 
No. 3 also coming out on the same and follow- 
ing close after. A moment later alarms were 
turned in almost simultaneously from Box l5 at 
State and South Water streets, 755 
at State and Kinzie streets, and 756 
at Clark and Kinzie streets. Three 
minutes succeeding these Chief Swenle 
ordered a second alarm from Box 755, which 
biought ten engines, four hook and ladder 
trucks, and four chemicals, with weir hose 
and other apparatus, to the scene. The fire, 
which originated on the third floor, nearly in 
the middie of the building, trom unknown 
causes, was already bursting through the win- 
dows the full length of that floor, front and 
rear. Hence the blaze was confined and witbin 
an hour extinguished after the entire interior 
had been flooded with water. = 

The firm has its beadquarters in Cincinnati, 
and the local establishment is a finishing house 
for the trade tributary to thiscity. The upper 
floor, which was swept by fire, contained about 
$25,000 worth of completed goods awaiting 
sbipment within the week. The remainder of 
the stock to the amount of nearly $75,000, was 
in the office and patterg rooms on the 
second floor, the exhibit department 
on the first floor, and the storage rooms in the 
basement. The damage there is altogether 
from water, and entails a loss, as Mr. David 
Rothschild reckons, of 75 per cent upon each 
damaged article. The wood of the fine-finished 
fixtures will be warped, the ornaments and 
joints loosened, and the heavy plate mirrors 
are ruined. The insurance, which is believed 
to be adequate, is all piaced by Robert A. 
Waller & Co. Asthe books of the firm are 
locked up in the safety vaults of the First Na- 
tional Bank it was impossible to reach the 
figures last evening. Barren & Breitling, metal 
spinners, and George V. Hecker & Co., buc«- 
wheat-flour dealers. who occupy me lower 
rooms of Nos. 220 and 222 respectively, are 
slightly damaged by water. 

The building itself was offered for sale by 
the Western Electric Manufacturing Company 
three years ago for $15,000, and is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. Damage to it will not ex- 
ceed $5,000. | 

Although one of the extension ladders, 
crowded with firemen, in the front caught fire 
at one time and a rection of the fire-wall fell 
in the rear, the burning was not attended with 
any casualties. 

Mr. David Rothschild, the only member of 
the firm who was present, stated that the local 
business will proceed and the building wil! be 
reoccupied as soon as possible. Nearly 100 
men are temporarily out of employment. 

The cause of the fire ig a mystery. It was 
at first. doubiy attributed to the steam-beating 
pipes and the spontaneous combustion of oil 
rags in the finishing-room on the third floor. 
Mr. John Minwegen, the superintendent of the 
sales department, stated, however, that the 
steam was turned off and the rags all removed 
Saturday night. it will be remembered that 
this firm war among the first to experience 
last spring's epidemic of strikes, and that after 
many weeks of idleness work was resumed 
without any concessions to the employés and 
at the expense of the situations of several of 
the leaders. Mr. David Kothschild admits 
that some threats of revengue reached nis 
ears, but desires to combat the theory that the 
fire originatea through the malice ot any for- 
mer employé. 

Flanagan & Biedenweg, manufacturers of 
stained glass on the first floor of No. 224, lose 
a small amount by damage from water. 

John Berry, for many years. employed by 
the Bruoswick-Balke-Collender Company, in 
sveaking of the fire last night, said he was of 
the opinion that the estimate of the amount of 
stock carried by the Rothschilde firm was too 
hich. The business of manufacturing done by 
the branch here had not been very large of 
late, he thought; and in speakms of the affairs 
of the firm said he had been iu a position to 
know of them since the Chicago branch was 
established, some three years ago. Apart from 
the alleged incendiarism in connection with 
the fire, itis said there are other things relat- 
ing to it which may be made the subject of an 
investigation by the Fire Department, 


The Losses at Duluth. 

Duotorn. Minn., Nov. 28.—iSpecial.]—The 
fire which visited Duluth last evening proved 
to be the most disastrous that ever happened 
bere. The elevators burned are a total loss. 
Elevator “A” was the pioneer elevator of 
Duluth and bad a capacity of 550,000 bushbeis 
of grain and was was worth over $125,000. Its 
contents of 474,000 bushels of grain were de- 
stroyed. Rlevator A was owned dy the 
Uaion Improvement Elevator Company, 
composed of Duluth and outside capi- 
talists, Col. Charles H. Graves of this 
city being President and S. B. Chittenden of 
New York City Vice-President.. Elevator e 
was built two years ago, capacity 420. 000 bush- 
els. At the time of the fire it contained 401.000 
bushels of wheat. It was own by the Du- 
lutb & Western Elevator Company and leased 
to George H. Christian of Minneapolis. The 
principal owners of the stock are: D. G. Cut- 
ler. C. Cofield, W. W. Davis, and E. A. Gilbert 
of Duluth and G. H. Christian, Minneapolis. 
It was valued at $80,000. The new annex, near- 
ly finished and burned, was worth $30,000. The 
wheat in the elevator was principally owned 
by A, J. Sawyer, CG. C. Woloott, Griffith, Mar- 
shall & Co., G. Spencer & Co., and Van Duzen 
Eliot Company of Duiuth; C. A. Mair ana 
Jobn Cudahy of Chicago and G. H. Christian 
of Minheapolis. The flaxseed and barley were 
owned by Arthur. Waters & Co., Duluth, and 
the oats by Hoxie and Jagger, St. Paul. It is 
estimated by a competent authority tnat the 
salvage on wheat will amount to about 20 per 
cent in elevator “Q” and 7 per cent in ele- 
vator A.“ The foundation of elevator ‘*A” 
is thought to be saved, and is worth $35,000. 
The loss on other buildings is as follows: 

. , $1,800; Turner Hall, 2.000; J. 
92 44855 F. Schadervald, 81.500; Mrs. 
Preston, $1,200; Sherwood & Hall, $4,000; several 
small buildings, 88.500. 

The total loss will exceed $900,000, and tne 
total insurance is over $300, 000.

A WOMAN’S VENTURESOME FEAT. 


Sadie Allen Accompanies Hazlett in a Trip 
Through Niagara’s Rapids, 
Bury o, N. F., Nov. 28.—(Special. |—** I am 
willing to go through the whirlpool rapids in 
George's barrel.“ declared Sadie Allen, a pret- 
ty brunet of 18 years, a week ago today. This 
was said jokingly, but the dceisive remarks of 
friends fixed the idea in her mind, and she de- 
termined that what had been said in a spirit of 
fun should be carried out as a fact. She isa 
sister-in-law ot Wiiliam Potts, who with George 
Haziett made a trip through the rapids, the 
whirlpool, and the Devil's Hole in & barrel-boat 
Aug. 8. Tue Potts and Haziett families nave a 
periect contempt for the dangers of Niagara, 
and therefore no serious attempt was made to 
dissuade the gir! from her determination. 
Hazlett was fixed upon as her compan- 
jon and this as the day for the trip. 
Hazlett and Potts went to Chippewa, 
Ont., just above the falis, yesterday 
te prepare the barrel for its trip. Miss Allen 
and several female friends went to the falls 
this morning, arriving there at 10 o'clock. At 
2 o'clock she and Hazlett, accompanied by the 
women of the party, started for the Maid of 
the Mist landing, where the start was made 
halt an hour later, while the men went to 
Lewiston, where, if ali went well, the trip was 
toend. Sadie’s outer garments were a brown 
skirt and jersey waist. She first got into the 
barrel, followed by Hazlett, whe put in a 
gossamer cloak for his companion. At 2:50 
o'clock the boat passed under the cantalever 
bridge and was shortiy after caught by the 
first waves of the rapids. From bere to the 
whirlpool the trip was in all essential re- 
spects the same as previously made, 
save tha. the barrel, bemg weighted 
with 500 pounds of sand, went slower and 
laid deeper in the water. At 3:57 it entered 
tne whirlpool and two minutes later passed out 
towarde Lewiston. About 500 feetdown stream 
it was caught by an eddy and carried back to- 
wards the whirlpool on the Canadian shore. 
Just beyend the outiet is an eddy in which 
bodies have been kuown to drift for days. Into 
this the barrel settled, apparently content witu 
its quarters. For three-quarters of an hour it 
drifted about, occasionally goitig near the 
shore. It was finally decided to attempt a 
rescue, and Frank Lauren and others 
made their way to 
Soon 
80 
by the limb of a tree. Haziett, hearing a noise, 
opened the manhole, and, as be afterwards 
said, was surprised to find they were nat at 
Lewiston. A smail rope was throwa them, the 
barrel pulled astore, and its ocoupants rescued 
from their dangerous predicam This was 
at 4:45 o'clock.

Emerson, it was said, defied Fay and 
exposed firearms. The next day Emerson was 
reieased from custody, and for a time tbe 
Fays continued to live together, but finally 
parted. Fay started for Chicago and Mrs. Fay 
soon left Syracuse for the West. Since that 
time friends of both in this city have heard 
nothing trom them. 

Mrs. Fay was a good-looking and intelligent 
woman, and by her recital of the domestic 
troubles between ber and her husband gained 
the sympathy of the public. She declared 
that ber marriage was a very unbappy one and 
that she suffered a great deal of abuse at the 
bands of ber busband.

His pulse was normal, his eyes good, and his 
general appearance thatofaman anything 
but insane. The keepers believe absolutely 
that he is feiguing insanity, and claim that bis 
behavior warrants that conciusion. 

At the wife’s residence, No. 231 Oak street, 
no additional facts could be gleaned relating 
to Jensen’s admissions concerning bis know!l- 
edge of the bomb-thrower, every point bearing 
on the question baving been published in THe 
TRIBUNE yesterday. Mrs. Jordan, the mother- 
in-law, recalled Jansen’s remark that he would 
feign insanity if he ever committed murder, 
which be made when told of the light sentence 
passed upon Burrus. Mrs. Jansen was much 
lower yesterday than the day before, and Dr. 
Henrotin, who bas charge of the case, stated 
that the chances were now against ber recov- 
ery. He explained that the wound which was 
giving the trouble was directly over the heart 
ahd that the resulting inflammation might de- 
stroy the functions of that organ, whicn 
would, of course, result in death.

| WHITNEY’S PET CRUISERS. 


THE NEW VESSELS MUST AT LEAST 
POSSESS SPEED. 


The Secretary Takes the Preparation of the 
Pians Largely in His Own Hands—The 
Chief Requisit Is Sufficient Speed to 
Overtake a Merchant Ship—The Newark 
to Be Built in a Government Yard—Ex- 
plorations in Greenland—Efficacy of Tor- 
pedoes—Test of the Atlanta. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—{Special.|— 
The important event of tne week was, of 
course, the opening of the bids for the new 
cruisers and gunboats. The delay of tne de- 
partment in putting these vessels in the way 
of construction has been criticised by even its 
friends. There has been a good deal of 
trouble about the plans and specifications. 
Naval officers, like other proféssional people. 
disagree habitually on vital points, and there 
are enough vital points ia the lines, displace- 
ment, propulsion, armoring, and equipping ot 
a war ship to make a great deal of disagree 
ment. The Secretary found it necessary 
finally to take the matter largely into his own 
bands, and, atter patient investigation with 
the help of two or three intelligent officers, 
who are not Known officially in the work as 
members of any bureau or board, he made up 
his mind what he would do. That was some 
what more than two months ago. The neces- 
sary sixty days for advertising elapsed last 
Wednesday and the bids were opened as already 
announced in the press dispatches. 

It bas now been practically determined to 
construct the large cruiser Newark in one of 
the navy-yards, as the bids were all beyond the 
limit of the appropriation. This is the vessel 
which is to be a duplication of the Japanese 
war vessel Nani-Wa-Kan, lately completed in 
England. She is to have an immense turtle 
back steel armor from stem to stern, which 
will serve as a roof to sned rain, a combing 
sea, Or a descending sheil. There has been 
much jarring among experts as to the propor- 
tions of the bull to make the boat steady on 
ber feet in a sea way with this great top load. 
Some constructors have thought that her beam 
should be increased at least 25 per cent over 
the ordinary width of the modern steam 
vessel, to give her steadiness; but this 
seemed to be incompatible with the 
speed which is to be required, and no 
considerable deviation from the usual modern 
proportion was made. A cardinal idea in the 
construction of the new navy has been settled 
upon and will prevail as long as Mr. Whitney's 
administration hbolds at least. It is that 
every cruiser must have speed enough to out- 
run modern merchant vessels, in order that 
in making reprisals no vessel shall escape by 
superior speed. This means that the cruisers 
must be able to muke seventeen or eighteen 
knots, or from twenty to twenty-two statute 
miles, an hour. 

There is an ancient and very hight authority 
for the proportions of the Newark as finally 
settled upon—the architect who laid down tne 
dimensions of Noah’s Ark. A comparison will 
sbow that the scriptural proportion of one, six, 
and ten bas been observed closely—tnat is, the 
keel equals six bears and ten perpendiculars. 
An old naval constructor,. now retired, 
commenting on new vessel. models and 
the tendency of modern naval architects 
to narrow beams for speed at the expense of 
stiffness and stability, says they will all come 
back sooner or laterto Noah’s Ark for their 
proportions. He says the relative dimensions 
of 300x50x30 are the ones that have proved 
most serviceable in all ages, and no lessso in 
the present age of steam propulsion and metal 
ships, ‘ , 

Naval engineering and other publications 
have been agitated during the last three weeks 
over what is called the break-down of the tor- 
pedo system by the failure ofa standard 
Whitebead torpedo, containing ninety-three 
pounds of gun-cotton, to Now a hole through 
the bul! of the obsolete 
the British pavy. at Portsmouth, England. Lead- 
ing articles have been printed, generally in the 
press of Eogiand and in thiscountry, discuss- 
ing the experiment asconclusive against the 
utility of torpedoes to oppose invadmg ves- 


New York paper sent to bis journal this week 
the extraordinary statement that all the ord- 
naoce officers stationed bere and other ex- 
perts in that line, except Gen. Berdan, the 
well-known torpedo inventor, were discour- 
aged by the Portsmouth experiment. A lit- 
tle study will show the folly of this hasty con- 
clusion. The torpedo was exploded eight feet 
under water, and witb its small charge forced 
inward a considerable portion of external plat- 
ing, leaving gaps and gashes,” through which 
the water passed. The skylights of the vessel 
were smasned,“ and the coal in the bunkers 
“scatiered in all directions.“ This looks as 
though the insignificant torpedo did a 
good deal of execution. Now let the 
explosive force of this torpedo be com- 
pared with the modern gelatine torpedo- 
shell thrown by the new American air-gun. 
The proportion of the gun-cotton used in the 
Whitehead torpedo is as one to four stronger 
than gunpowder. Gelatine is trom fifteen to 
twenty-five times stronger than gunpowder. 
There has thus far been no determination even 
approximating accuracy of the relationship, 
owing to the comparative newness of the com- 
pound. These are the simple elements of the 
calculation: It a shell containing ninety-three 
pounds of cotton is capable of the damage 
done by the Whitehead torpedo at Ports- 
mouth, what would have been the resuit if in 
its place had been exploded an American gela- 
tine torpedo-shell containing more than twice 
the quantity of an explosive twenty times as 
strong? That is the question which every 
expert can answer for himself. The Ports- 
mouth experiment is valuabie as far, as it 
goes, and it is little short of amazing that such 
a ridiculous conclusion sboula bave been 
drawn from it by many intelligent men. The 
fact is that English ordnance people have not 
yet progressed far enough in the science of 
explosives to give them confidence and nerve. 
They are timid and are far behind the ordnance 
officers and inventors of the United States. 
Yankee experts in this line now bandle with 
impunity and shoot out of a gun a ge.atine 
or glycerine “infernal machine” that 
the average British ordnance man couid 
not be obribed to go within a halt 
mile of. The Briton experiments with a 
shell he is not afraid to handle. and then pro- 
claims it to the world as a failure because it 
does not blow up all creation. " 

A Street Through Observatory Grounds, 

It is now pretty well understood that the 
subordinate naval influence here will be 
thrown against the Massachusetts avenue ex- 
tension scheme, as the extension will cut the 
new naval observatory grounds in two places 
and make a great thoroughfare through a lo- 
cation selected particularly for ite privacy and 
isolation. The observatory people are annoyed 
by visitors who want to look through the big 
telescope and bave all the details of the ob- 
servatory service explained to them. The 
officers are uniformly polite to callers, but 
they would, as a rule, prefer to be let aione, 
that their minds might not be distracted from 
their astronomieal aad mathematical work. The 
real-estate speculation whicn is back ot the 
Massachusetts avenue extension has been so 
fully shown up during the last ten dave that it 
is not considered likely the codperation of 
Congress can be secured in carryimg it out, 
The discomfiture of the District Commission- 
ers is very acceptable to Capt. Pythian, the 
superintendent, and his corps, They will, 
however. actively oppose the extension should 
it show itself in Congress. 

Explorations in Greenland, 

American enterprise in tue Arctic regions 
finds another incident in the late journey of 
Robert R. Peary, one of the civil-engineer 
Lieutenants of the navy, into the interior of 
Greeniand. Lieut. Peary believes that Green- 
land can be crossed and traversed to 
the northward more easily tban progress 
can be effected northward by the ice- 
packs. He did not undertake to cross 
the frozen continent, but penetrated experi- 
mentally 100 miles inland from Disco in com- 
pany with a young Officer of the Danish Gov- 
ernment stationed in Greenland. The party 
met some serious but no insurmountabie ob- 
stacies, and teilt amply rewarded for thei 
pains. Ths is the farthest any American 
otner foreigner has penetrated the interior of 
Greenland. Lieut. Peary found some beautiful 
valleys, and indications of bot springs similar 
to those of Iceland. He expresses the belief 
that an American expedition will be organized 
next spring to continue his tentative explora- 
tion and give the world a knowledge of this 
interesting country, and possibly make a fur- 
ther advance toward the pole. He believes 
that the existence of bot springs in the in-

Test of the Atianta. 

The failure of the Atlanta to “ fili the bill“ 
bas been the current talk of navai people since 
Friday. It is evident from expressions which 
have fallen from men on board during her six 
days’ cruise on Long Island Sound that the 
trouble was due wholly to two defecte—rough- 
ness in the shaft bearing and a bad valve. 
The rougbness naturally caused heating, even 
at the moderate rate of fift;-eignt revolutions, 
and the valve persisted in bursting; blowing 
out, and generally making itself a nuisance. 
While a great hue and cry bas been raised in 
a section of the press which habitually criti- 
cises Jonn Roach. the constractor, it will be 
seen that these detects are neither vital nor 
serious. A new vaive will do away witb 
the one and the other will vanish with 
tne use of the machinery and judicious ad- 
justment. Admiral Porter has written a letter 
in his peculiarly vivid literary ‘*siyie ” 
abusing the Atianta and Boston as though 
they were the devices of the country’s worst 
enemy. But practical seamen who are not 
antediluvian or ante-belium in their ideas say 
that both are like the much-abused monitors— 
good Vessels of their class. Deut. Berry, the 
Atlanta's executive officer, is enthusiastic in 
her praise. He says she logged upward of 
fifteen knots two or three times for an hour 
or two, but her machinery heated and she 
blew out the defective valve each time to pre- 
vent her making the required six-hour run and 
record. The tests show beyond doubt that the 
vessel bas the required speed and stands up 
well upon ber teet in a nasty seaway. 


Admiral Porter’s Suggestions. 

Admirai Porter bas submitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy a report embodying sugges- 
tiope for promoting the efficiency of the navy. 
He says that in rehabilitating the navy there is 
no subject worthy of more consideration than 
that of home defense. He considers it of vast- 
ly more interest at the present moment than 
the construction of cruisers, and the ironciads 
now laid up at City Point are so well adapted 
to the protection of our coast that it seems a 
pity they should be left in the condition they 
are today. Touching the cruisers Chicago, At- 
lanta, and Boston, and the dispaten boat Dol- 
phia, be says: 

So far the new vessels have given no evidence 
of great speed, and it is feared by those most in- 
terested in the matter that they never will. This 
deficiency will render them useless as commerce 
destroyers. We require for the navy the follow- 
ing classes of vessels, which will at least enable 
us to show that we have a system, even if our 
ships do not equal in speed those of foreign Pow- 
ers: The first class should be represented by a 
vessel not less than 6,000 nor more than 8,000 
tons, and able to make for a few hours a speed 
of 19% knots. . 

The second class should be a vessel of not less 
than 4,500 or more than 5,000 tons, able to make 
for a few hours a speed of nineteen knots. Ves- 
sels of the second class to serve as flagships on 
foreign stations. 

The third class should be a vessel of 3,000 tons, 
aoe make for a few hours a speed of eighteen 

nots. 

The Admiral remarks that it is proposed [to 
construct a thirteen-knot gunboat carrying 
four guns, This vessel, he says, could not 
overtake anything, and a powerful Chinese 
gunboat would be more than a maten for her. 
It is said that the European Powers have built. 
ironciads without regard to future uniiormity, 
eo that it would be a difficult matter to make 
effective formation of lines of battle. He 
says: * 

The United States is making mistakes of the 
same character by building so many different 
classes of vessels at the outset, without knowing 
whether any of them will meet the requirements 
of a cruiser of the present day. No uation, he 
says, can dispense with forts, but it is better to 
depend upon a navy to protect our coasts, in- 
stead of maintaining so small a force of ironclads 
as we have at present. Every year we should 
construct three or four double-turreted monitors, 
no matter if we do not build any cruisers in the 
meantime, 

Turning bis attention to the subject of tor- 
pedo boats, Admiral Porter says that be has 
seen enough of torpedoes to know that 200 or 
300 pounds of gun-cotton exploded uadera 
ship. no matter what her size, is bound to sink 
her or place ber hors de combat. Yankee in- 
genuity, if stimulated by the prospect of a 
sufficient reward, would no doubt soon give us 
a superior torpedo. He commends the Erics- 
son torpedo, and says: 

What we require to fire sucha torpedois the 
fastest in the worid—something that 
torpedo destroyers cannot ovértake. The 
report treats of the reorganization of the differ- 
ent branches of the navy, and especially of the 
Navy Department. This reorganization, he in- 
sists, must take place sooner or later, and who- 
ever achieves so great a victory will deserve the 
thanks of the country. 

The Admiral takes strong ground in favor of 
the Government encouraging the private ship- 
yards of the country by giving them all the 
work possible, to enable them to improve the 
plants, so that in time of war ther can aid the 
Government in building and repairing vessels. 
He also advocates a Government iron sbip- 
building yard. 


WITNESS GILMER FIRED AT. 


His Assailant a Drunken Man and Not an 
Anarchist. 

Harry Gilmer, whose important testimony at 
the Anarchist trial created such a sensation 
during its progress, has been more or less an- 
noyed by the receipt of anonymous letters ever 
since the verdict. He has been frequently 
warned that unless he left the city his life 
would be taken, but until last Thursday even- 
ing nothing had occurred to make him at all 
apprehensive about his safety. That evening 
he was fired at by an unknown man, but under 
the circumstances Gilmer is inciined to believe 
that his assailant was an intoxicated indi- 
vidual and not an Anarchist seeking his 
life. A few minutes before the shooting 
Gilmer had occasion to order a drunken man 
out of the alley which runs on the north side 
of his house. He lives at No. 50 North Ann 
street. He followed the man out to Ann 
street and saw himturn south on that thor- 
oughfare. He then returned to the side en- 
trance of the house, and, while stooping tor- 
ward to insert the latch-key in the lock, was 
suddenly startled by bearing the report ofa 
pistol just behind him. He turued in time to 
see a man’s head ou the opposit side of the 
fence, and, grasping the situation, immediately 
drew his own pistol. Tue man started on a 
run, going west, and Gilmer started 
after bim. The former came into 
full view under the lamp at the 
corner of the alley and Elizabeth 
street, when the latter made an at- 
tempt to shoot, but his pistol missed fire. A 
second attempt also failed. The man then 
dodged in bebind some buildings and succeed- 
ed in making his escape. On Gilmer’s return 
to the heuse he found that the bullat had en- 
tered the threshold of tne door, and that it 
must have passed within a few inches of bis 
leg to have buried itself where it did. 

These are the facts as detailed by Gilmer 
himself, who was seen at his residence by 
a reporter for Tun TRIBUNE yesterday after- 
noon. He was asked if he thought it 
was an Anarchist who had fired the 
shot and in reply said he could not tell, al 
though he was inclined to believe that the as- 
sailant was the drunken man whom he bad 
ordered away a few moments previously, and 
who sought revenge. He was aiso asked if 
it was true that be bad received threatening 
letters and mysterious parcels through the 
mails. He aamitted having received notes of 
various kinds, but denied that any parcels or 
packages had been sent to his house. He 
also denied that the people witn whom he 
lived bad ever been annoyed by the Anarch- 
ists or others, or at least as long as be bad 
resided there. Mr. Ro with whom Gilmer 
lives, also denied that he bad ever been an- 
noyed. He was inclined to think that the 
man who fired tue shot was the one whom 
Gilmer ordered out of the alley. 


Two Men Pounded to Death. 

Litre Rock, Ars., Nov. 28.—({Special.j— 
Henry Jeffries and a companion named Koss, 
stockmen from Texas, were murdered Friday 
last at a point between Bastrop, La., and the 
une of Ashley County, Arkansas. Jeffries 
and Ross stopped the preceding ungut at the 
house of a planter where there were a number 
ot cottonpickers, and counted a sum of money 
before retiring, meanwhile inquiring the price 
of cattle and coro. The next moroing they 
were followed a distance of twelve miles by 
three men who bad noticed their money the 
night before, who attacked them with clubs, 
knocking them from their horses, and beating 
them to death. The assasins then plundered 
the bodies of their victims, securing about 
$300, and escaped. It is expected they will be 
caught and hanged.

Sad Death of Gen. Jerome’s Widow. 
Mrs. Margaret Jerome, the widow of Gen. E. 
Jerome, the dashing Confederate officer, died 
Toankegiving-Kve, and the nextjday her body 
was taken to the morgue, where it still was 
this evening, with the probability that today 
it would be buried in the potter's feld. Mrs. 
Jerome was 70 years oid, and the last few 
years of her hfe were spent in the direst pov- 
erty. She died on the top floor of the tenement- 
house No. 114 Goerck street. One day in 
March last two small boys brougbta ve 
small stove apd also a small iron bed- 
stead, and an old hair trunk to the 
house mentioned. Behind them walked a 
small old woman, with bair as white as cotton. 
The stove, bedstead, trunk, and woman were 
evicted trom a house on Madison street, near 
Scammel street, for the nonpayment of 811 
rent. The little old lady was the sphinx of the 
neighborhood. Every night she boarded the 
Green car that went by the door for a trip 
up-town. She usually returned by 8:30 
o'clock, but sometimes was away till 
10 o'clock. This gave rise to rumors 
that she had wealthy sons uptown, 
especially as she paid ber rent in a lump in- 
stead of in installments, as many of the ten- 
ante do, stili she paid it in nickels and dimes. 
She refusea all charity. For a month before 
her death Mrs. Jerome did not go out of the 
bouse except to make necessary trips to the 
grocery. The night before Thanksgiving sbe 
bolted and locked ber door and stuffed cloth 
in the keyhole. Next day nobody stirred in 
that room and the other tenants on the top floor 
missed the strange neighbor. The occupant of 
the room was iying on the little bed, and had 
evidently been dead fortwelve bours. Aimost 
everything in the way of food had been ex- 
bausted. There were a tew teaspoonfuls of 
sugar. a thimbieful or so of tea, but that was 
ali. Not a cent could be found in the room. 
The trunk was unlocked, and in it there was a 
silk dress and a handsome sbawl, and other 
good ciothes not often seen in Goerck street. 
But all were old-fashioned, made in the 
style of thirty or forty years ago. At 
first it was thought that Mrs. 
Jerome might have committed suicide. 
But the suspicion proved to be unjust. The 
old lady died from a broxen heart and starva- 
tion. She was out of money and out of food, 
and got discouraged. The only persons in the 
house to whom she in any way alluded to her 
past life was the wan in the first floor front, 
whom she told that if it had not been for the 
cursed Northerners she would never have 
known the life she was then living. This and 
other things she said and hinted at gave color 
to the supposition that she was the widow of 
Gen. Jerome and she did not deny it. Nota 
scrap of paper which would identify der was 
found after her death. 

The Italian-Opera Enterprise Fails. 

Mme. Valda's Italiag-opera enterprise died 
finally yesterday, when tbe principal artists 
who were left sailed for Europe. They didn’t 
decide to sail until Friday night, for arrange 
ments bad been made for a season of opera in 
some of the smaller cities in the East, begin- 
nmg Dec. 6. A syndicate of gentlemen, one a 
resident of Brooklyn and four living here, 
had pooled in $3,000 with whieh to start the 
company on a venture lasting till Jan. 1. 
Dates had been secured and all details ar- 
ranged with the understanding that one-half 
the first week's salaries should be paid before 
the company started out. All the principals, the 
chorus, and orchestra had assented to the plau, 
which was finaliy upset by Signor Giannini, 
who refused to go until some one guaranteed 
bim at least $6,000 for a three month's stay 
here. The other principals were in despair. 
They wanted to try the venture, and had 
ficured it that with the $2,900 for a week’s ex- 
penses they would be under they could make 
money. This was pointed out to 
Giannini, who was promised a week's 
salary—$500—in advance, but he re- 
fused without his guarantee of three 
montbs, salary. So at 10 o’clock Friday night 
the whole scheme was abandoned, and Satur- 
day be sailed, fully as unpopular as Mme. 
Vaida or Sig. Angelo, who brought them over 
here, ever had been. For the cborus singers, 
who are left here without a chance of employ- 
ment, a subscription for monevto get them 
back bome 18 to be started this week among 

Italian residents and patrons of the opera. 
Horrible Business of an Astrologer. 

An astrologer here named De Leon, who is 
charged with sending young giristo Panama 
for disreputaple purposes, has unsuspect ingly 
confessed the whole business to au individual 
who has been endeavoring to get the facts from 
bim tor publication. De Leon said today: 
‘This business of sending supplies to Panama, 
Lima, and Valparaiso is the very 
neatest one 1 dave ever fallen into. 
You see, there is not a particle of 
danger in the whole matter. Dead giris, as 
well as dead mea, tell no tales, and what with 
the life and climate these girls bave only about 
six months of life. Of the party of fifty giris 
that I have sent to Mme. De Bien during the 
last three years not one has ever turned up in 
New York again. For several months I hear 
from them, and when the correspondence stops 
I suppose it is the result of yellow-fever. 
The girls are al) silly and unsophisticated. 
When asked how he induced them to go to 
such a miserable climate De Leon replied, ** By 
a variety of metbods. A great many women 
come to me in my practice. I study their 
characteristics, ands when I see one whom 1 
should like to send away 1 adopt the trick 
which 1 think will fool her the easiest. Many 
young giris who are unhappy in their home 
relations come to me: they want money 
to amuse themselves, and sumetimes 
I advance the money. They spend the 
money quickly and then I put the screws on. 1 
tell them bow they can make money. Of course 


wheu we struck it rich a week ago Friday there 
wasn’t any cash topay us. Mr. Wood and Mr. 
Poffer bad been running this place for bim. 
and be nad neglected to put up the cash.“ In 
the corner, all by herself, sat an aged woman 
in deep mourning, rockimg herself to and iro 
in ber chair. Her face was careworn, and it 
was with difficulty that she could repress her 
tears as sbe told her story in a strong Irish 
accent. My name is Donalsoa. I am & poor 
widow. I brought down the last $100 I bad on 
earth and gave it to this man for his margins, 
or whatever you call them, Now I am penbi- 
jess. I haven't a mouthful to eat in the house, 
and here it’s Saturday night, and Ili have to 
go back to the children without a cent.“ 

Bishop bad caused it to be given out by his 
clerks that be was in Washington, but a com- 
mittee of three irate ladies found bim in a 
new office at No. 60 Broadway. He deciared 
that be bad gone out of the bucket-shop busi- 
ness several weeks ago and that it was being 
run by the young men who had been bis 
clerks. When confronted with contracts on 
which deposits had been made, which bore his 
name, he said that the young men bad basely 
deceived bim and had stolen his old contract 
forms. He finally said that be would pay the 
losses some time in case the clerks did not. 
One of the clerks afterward denied that they had 
any interest or responsibility in the business, 
and said that they were working for Bishop on 
a salary, which they had failed to receive for 
the last two weeks. 


AGAINST THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


Resolution Adopted in St. Louis Declaring 
the Tax Exorbitant. 

St. Lovurs, Mo., Nov. 27.—A large meet- 
ing of stockmen and citizens was beld at the 
National Stock-Yards this afternoon to con- 
sider matters pertaining to the oleomargarine 
interests. Afterafree discussion resolutions 
were unanimously adopted deciaring that the 
wholesale. dealer's license of $480 and the re- 
tail dealer's license of $48 were exorbitant and 
twenty times as much as required on whisky, 
beer, tobacco, or cigars, and for this reason a 
monopoly discriminvating against manu- 
facturers and dealers; that the tax 
of two cents per pound on  oleo 
margarine meets all the reguirements 
and objects of the law and fully protects the 
agricultural classes; that the manufacturer 
of oleomargarine enhances the value of cattle 
from $2 to $4 and hogs from 12 to 15 cents per 
head, and urging all friends of the cattle in- 
terest to memorialize Congres for a reduction 
of the special licenses and fora repeal of all the 
obnoxious probibitory and monopolistic feat- 
ures of the Oleomargarine bill. A memorial 
to Congress was drafted and signed by ali the 
commission merchants of the Live-Stock Ex- 
change and several hundred citizens, setting 
forth the objectionable features of the Oleo- 
margarine bill and the bad effects they have 
had, especially in aiding the large manufact- 
urers and crushing out the small ones, as well 
as throwing out of work several thousand men, 
and particularly praying that the special 
licenses be reduced. 


AN UNKNOWN MAN’S SUICIDE. 


Self-Murder of a Person Supposed to Be C. 
Newman of Chicago, 

New Orvears, La., Nov. 28.—/(Special.|— 
The Coroner of Jefferson Parish was yesterday 
called upon to hold an inquest on the body of 
an unknown white man, apparently about 28 


years of age, who had committed suicide by | 


shooting himself in the right temple Friday 
afternoon. From what could be learned of 
the affair at appears that the unknown had 
been seen lounging around the intersection of 
Metairie ridge with the IIllinois Central and 
Mississippi Valley Raliroads, which at this 


point ran parallel with each other. During 
the forenoon the stranger entered a grocery 
store on Metairie ridge, between the railroad 
track and the river, and purchased a bottle of 
whisky and a bottie of sarsaparilia-pop. 
Later he was seen to seat himself on the 
end of a cross-tie and to draw a revolver 
from his pocket. He placed the muzzle of the 
weapon to his bead and fired. The bullet took 
effect and the man fell back a corpse. There 
was nothing on the person of the deceased by 
which Ris name could be ascertained, except 
that his shirt-collar and clothing were marked 
J. G. Kimble and C. Newman. The bottle of 
whisky which he had Zurchased was found in 
his pocket, as well as a smali sum of money. 
The body was not identified and was buried by 
the highway near the river bank. This morn- 
ing, however, M. Val Fuchs of the Commercial 
Hotel identified the body as that of C. New- 
mun, from Chicago, who came to his hotel 
with a friend last Sunday. Deceased, he said, 
had been seeking employment as a bartender 
or waiter. His companion ieft Saturday tor 
Vieksbure. His effects were turned over to 
the Coroner. 


FOUND DEAD IN THE WOODS, 


A Woman Supposed to Be an Actress Dies 
Under Suspicious Circumstances. 

Sanpusky, O., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—This 
morning a young man and a girl bad wandered 
into the woods a few miles from this place, and 
as they sat down upon a log the giri suddenly 
exclaimed that they were not alone. The young 
man looked where she pointed and saw the 
form of an elegantly dressed lady lying be- 
tween two logs. He walked to the spot and saw 
that she was dead. Sue held a small bottle in her 
band, which be took possession of and later 
delivered to the Coroner. It contained chloro- 
form. The body was brought bere this even- 
ing and a post-mortem examination held. 
There was some blood oozing from the nostril, 
but no other evidence of violence. She was 
recognized as the wife of a scenic painter, and 
her name was Dougiass. She disappeared 
from here two weeks ago last Thursday, but 
the appearance of the body indicated that she 
had not been dead over twenty-four hours 
when discovered. At the time Of ber disap- 
pearance her husband notified the police 
and said that be suspected foul play. He re- 
fused to explain his meaning. It is now 
learned that both the deceased and her hus- 
band belonged to the theatrical profession and 
that she was at one time a star of nd small 
magnitude and quite popular in several cities, 
but that while playing a part where she had to 
leap {rom a burning house she injured her 
spine, and has not been able to resume ber old 
Oles. But the mysterious part of the affuir is 
that, though she has been gone over two 
weeks, inquiry in the neighborhood where 
she was found fails to develop where 
she has been in the interval between ber 
disappearance and the finding of her body. 
Her husband says that sue left a note saying 
that he would never see ber again. He is now 
in Port Clinton, and has been notified of the 
finding of the body. It is stated that Douglass 
is an assumed name, and the elegant dress 
and § jeweiry of the deceased justify 
the assumption that she was an actress 
of some note. The verdict of the Coroner is 
withheid and from the movement of the officials 
it is evident that the theory of suicide is not 
entertained. A sponge was found some dis- 
tance from the corpse. The bottle had the 
name of a druggist at Coldwater, Mich. Ir 
looks as if she was the victim of foul play. A 
farmer saw a strauge Woman and a man in the 
woods Friday. Tue husband, Douglass, has 
been absent some days. A secret investiga- 
tion is in progress.

Ford 
acknowledged that he was in Springfield at the 
time of the alleged deception, and that general 
circumstances led toa general belief in hie 
guilt, Several participants and spectators 
identified him in the T. Williams. He wouid 
not give any particulars of bia doings, but 
made a simpie denial. Although he belongs 
to a rich Brooklyn family, and his social re- 
lations ere somewhat fashionable, even bis 
friends settled gradually down to the con- 
clusion that de bad, for fun rather than 
money, committed the offense at Springfield. 
The evidence prepared for use against bim to- 
morrow night before the National Amateur 
Association is known to be strong. Buc there 
will be a surprise in a stubborn defense. The 
New York Atbietic Club, of which Ford isa 
member, made an investigation resulting in a 
strong case for Ford. 

Friends of mr. Ford in the New York club 
deciare that the results of Goldie’s inquiries 
satisfied the m that the charge against Ford is 
without toundation.

Election Frauds Punishable by Federal Law. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 27.—Jud@e Treat of the 
United States District Court, in giving addi- 
tonal instructions to the United States grand 
jury on the subject of election frauds this aft- 
ernoon, made the important point that under 
the Federal and State Jaws the State judges of 
election are subject to the Federal law and a 
willful violation of their duties 18 an indicta- 
bie offense. He also said that if the State 
Board of Registration Revisers had stricken 
from the list of Voters the uame or names of 
pereons without having first fully satisfied 
themseives that the persons so stricken off 
had no legal right to vote, then the members of 
the board had committed an offense against 
the Federal iaw and were subject to indict- 
ment. Any person who voted from a precinct 
of Which be was not a resident is also indicta- 
bie, and the jury were instructed to find bills 
against such persons.

Baker's factories Monday. Last Tuesday tele- 
grams were received here saying that 
the factories at different points in New 
York ana New Jersey had not gone on a 
lockout, and consequently the men gave up the 
idea of a strike nere. On the arrival of Mas- 
ter Workman John Coffey of District Assembly 
No. 149, -who ie also the President of the 
league, the bottie-giass factories of this city 
again went out last evening. About two 
weeks ago the delegates of the glassbiowers’ 
local assemblies of District Assembly No. 149 
met members of, the Exeeutive Board of tho 
Knights of Labor and General Master Workman 
Powderly at Camden, N. J. The present lock- 
out appears to be a result of the conference, 
and it is said to be by authority of the Nationa! 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor. 
There are about 150 glassbiowers and 250 ap- 
apprentices and helpers affected by 
it in this eite ana 600 giassblow- 
ers and 3.000 other employés thrown 
out of work by it in the Eastern States or 
Eastern Division. It is said that owing to the 
long strike of the green-glass blowers, which 
only closed about a month ago, many orders 
formerly given to the green-pdottle works had 
been transferred to the flint-glass factorios. 
The blowers’ pay here ranges from $4 to $7 
per day, and while they demana 5 per cent to 
be returned to them, which last year was de- 
ducted, it is not so much a fight tor increased 
wages as for a reduction of apprentices, the 
increase of which, the giassblowers think, will 
in time ruin their craft and greatly reduce 
their pay. 


Leatherworkers’ Strike Ended. 

Bostow, Mass., Nov. 28.—(Special.]—The 
Knight of Labor, Tanners and Curriers’ As- 
sembiies of Salem and Peabody, held a 
largely-attended mass-meeting at the Salem 
Skating-Rink this afternoon, there being up- 
wards of 1.000 men present. There were ad- 
dresses from prominent officials, and then the 
meetung voted to deciare the strike off and to 
return to worm, and a committee of five was 
appointed to wait upon.the manufacturers 
and inform them of their action, and request 
them to take back the old men at the old 
terms. This is the end of the greatest 
strike in the nistory of the leatner 
industry of Salem and Peabody, it 
having been inaugurated July 12 by a 
demand that fifty-nine bours constitute a 
week's work and that a new splitters’ price-list 
be adopted. There is some question whether, 
ag the strike was ordered by the District Ex- 
ecutive Board, the local assemblies can deciare 
the strike off. This action will be a severe 
biow to the order in this vicinity. Within less 
than an bour after the vote was taken applica- 
tions were made to the manutacturers for 
work. The men themselves feel happy at the 
chance to go to work, and it is estimated that 
perhaps 300 or 400 men, mostly skilled men, will 
be put at work at once. Une tanner had 150

A Strike Threatened in Detroit. 
Detroit, Mich., Nov. 28.-—|Special.}—There 
ig prospect of a strike of street-car men in 
this city, the trouble growing out of the dis- 
charge of a number of employés of the City 
Rallway Company for favorma the new city 
ordinance relative to licensing conductors and 


drivers. The company opposes the ordinance 
and will carry the test case made up for that 
purpose to the State Supreme Court. The 
ordinance. provides a nominal license for 
street-car employés, Who must under the or- 
dinance become citizens. It was engineered 
through the Councii by the Knigtts of Labor 
and aimed at aliens, especially Canadians, 
who have heretofore been largely employed by 
all ‘the street-railway companies. The City 
Railway Company claims the ordinance is un- 
constitutional. The Kaights of Labor among 
the men have started a subscription paper 
to raise money to hire a lawyer to go before 
the Supreme Court and argue for the ordinance. 
This fact leaked out yesterday, and last night 
the company discharged several of the men 
who bad taken part in circulating the sub- 
scription paper. This action bas aroused the 
men and a strike is threatened.

The groundwork for this great case, the pres- 
ent value of the property at stake being nearly 
$400,000, dates back to the fifties. when much 
land in that section of the countrys 
was secured through preémptons, _half- 
breed Indians being hired to hod the 
property and secure the title from the Gov- 
ernment, the Indians then turning over the 
property to their employers. 
brought into litigation was preémpted by two 
half-breeds named Dennis and Gauthier in 
1854, which they deedeato two different per- 
sons. They first sold the property to George 
L. Becker July 14, 1854, and June 7, 1855, they 
sold it to James P. Greeves. The first convey- 


ance was recorded July 21, 1855, more than a 


year after the deed was given. Tne second 
conveyance was made about eleven months 
after the first, yet the grantee got bis deed in 
the Register’s hands about six weeks prior to 
the time when the other deed was filed for 
record. These two gentiemen became inter- 
ested with land and town site companies, and 
their property was disposed of in 
parcels to numerous individuals. One 
of the land syodicates whose members or 
their heirs aro now indirectly interested, was 
known asthe *“*Town-Site Company.” Spares 
in this syodicate were divided among the fok 
lowing promment men of that day: Two shares 
were alloted to Stephen A. Douglas, United 
States Senator from Illinois, woo in 1860 was 
the Democratic candidate for the Presidency 
against Mr. Lincoln.

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 26.—The New Jersey 
Legisiature now stands: Assembiy— Demo- 
crats, 81; Republicans, 26; Labor, 1; Demo- 
cratic Labor, 1. There is a tie in one district, 
but the Democrats hold the certificate.

New Jersey Republicans ever since the late 
elecuon reached its climax today, when the 
recount of the vote for Assemblyman in the 
Third District of Camden County gave Turley, 
the Democratic candidate, sixteen majority, 
unseating Howies, the Republican, wuo bad 
been deciared elected on the first count by 
forty-five majority. Since the law authorizing 
these recounts was passed, several years ago, it 
bas until this fall operated unilormly in favor 
of the Republicans. Democrats have 
several times lost seats throug errors made 
against the Republican candidate being re- 
vealed by the recount, and they have never suc- 
ceeded in unseating a Republican in the same 
way until now. This year ip a tied district in 
Pussalo County, where the Democrats were 
atraid to have a recount for fear it would elect 
the Republican, the reccunt actually showed 
one majority for the Democrat, and secured 
them the Legisiature on joint ballot, except 
for one district in Mercer County, where the 
Democrat had two majority, but wlere there 
were known to have been nine Republican 
votes improperly rejected, 

The recount bere, however, instead of elect- 
ing the Republican, showed counuterbalancing 
errors enough to uake the result a tie, and the 
Democrat, having the certificate of election, 
will take the seat, unless a Democratic Gov- 
ernor, who is a Democratic candidate for 
United States Senator, is magnanimous enough 
to overiook a loophole in the law which en- 
ubles him to avoid the calling of a special elec- 
tion in such a case. In several other districts 
there bave been recounts, but never to the 
advantage of the Republicans. The Camden 
recount today was purely a fishing excursion, 
and no one had any idea that it would change 
the result as it bas. The Democrats now have

The new street can be completed and the 
partition wail between it and the railroad con- 
structed the coming season as well as not, and 
the land-owners will then know what their 
condition is to be. Will the Common Council 
perfect the ordinance inthis particular and 
thereby relieve MANY LAND-OWNERS? 


The Co-operative Packing Scheme. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 28.—[ Editor of The Tribune.) 
In spite of cold water which the Socialistic 
Labor leaders have thrown upon the codpera- 
tive packing-house I am glad to learn that the 
“ Knights” have decided to test this question 
of codperation by practical demonstration. 
Of course it is experimental, It may succeed 
anc it may not, but it is an admirabie time to 
try it, as the men and means can now be had 
to stock the new concern. If it succeeds on a 
moderate scaie, of course it can be made to 
succeed on a larger scale if it be managed dis- 
creetiy. II it does not succeed both managers 
and men will at least have had some expe- 
rience with practical business, and will be in 
a position to understand and appreciate the 
difficuities of administering a large business, 
as well as to realize what prou mean and how 
they are distributed. 

If the Knights are really going into the 
business, however, as their own employers, 
there are certain indispensabie conditions 
which they must satisfy at the very outset, or 
their codverative packing-house won't last a 
year. In the first piace, they must abandon 
ali this nonsense about eight hours’ work, or 
ten hours’ pay for eigbt bours’ work. They 
will need to put in a full day's work, besides 
doing some night work occasionally, if they 
are going to compete with the big packers. 
They must pick out first-class, sober, reliable, 
men for their managers, for they can’t ali be 
bosses, and the same kind of men for their 
buyers—men who will Know how to get 
on the right side of the farmers in buying 
stock and to make tavorable contracts 
with the railroads for transportation. They 
must also pick out competent clerks, book- 
keepers, traveling men, and salesmen. They 
must put their piant in good shape and keep it 
running on full time. lf they can work their 
men on three shifts every twenty-four bours, 
as they think they can, thus conserving the 
eight-hour principle, that will be all right, but 
in any event they must not let their plant be 
idie two-thirds of the twenty-four bours and 
expect to stand competition. They must also 
boycott whisky, and not expect to rua their 
packing-nouse at Brichton and a hundred or 
more saloons at the same time. The saloons 
will beat the packimg-houses every time and 
make a wreck of cobperauon inside of a year. 

It at the end of the year the codperative 
pack ine-house proves a success 1 shall be 
among the first to congratulate the managers 
and men. I am glad they are going to try the 
experiment, for, if u succeeds, it may prove 
encouraging to others. Even if it does not 
succeed it will bave answered an important 
purpose in acguainting them with the advan- 
tages and drawbacks of business, and, more 
than this, it will. give them an opportunity to 
find out whether ali that the Socialistic agi- 
tators and walking delegates bave told them is 
true. The codperative Koighis bave my sym- 
pathy, and I hope they will have a fair show 
and ample success. BUSINESS.

BURIED ALIVE NINE HOURS. 


A Day of Agony in a Sewer Trench—Kept 
Alive with Whisky Until Dug Out, 

New York, Nov, 27.—Patrick Loughran of 
Na. 415 East Fifteenth street bad a remarka- 
bie experience Thursday, After being buried 
up to his neck in a sewer trench for nine and 
one-half hours ne was taken out alive, unin- 
jured, “a good man yet,“ as be bimseif re- 
marked, and ready to fight the whole police 
torce because they didn’t get him out sooner. 

Mr. Lougbran is 66 years of age, and 16 em- 
ployed as a iaborer by W. Vall, boss piumber. 
Yesterday morning be was at work with Win- 
jam McDonaid and Patrick Rooney putting in 
asewer in front of the residence of John A, 
Sherlock, No. 333 West Twenty-third street. 
A trench four feet wide and twelve feet deep 
had been dug, extending from the street-car 
track to the curb, and the walls were braced 
with planks and boards. | 

At 9 o’clock the three men were in the 
trench, Lougbran in front, just inside the 
curb line, when the whole front caved in. 
Rooney escaped unburt, but the dirt and 
stones piled around the other two, holding 
them fast ana threatening every moment to 
cover them entirely. An alarm was sent out 
and a squad of policemen from the Sixteenth 
Precinct hurried to spot and kept the crowd 
pack. —- The paseing street-cars jarred the 
ground and caused the loose dirt to pour down 
on the beads of the men untl the police 
stopped them. As quickly as possible a 
slanting roof of planks was fixed above the 
two imprisoned men to protect them from any 
further cave in, and Officers Tyrrell and Fagin 
of the Sixteenth Precinct went down into the 
bole and in half an bour had McDonald out. 
While they were at work Dr. John L. Adams 
arrived with an ambulance from the New York 
Hospital. He examined McDonald and found 
him uninjured, excepting a few contusions 
about the body. Officers Wilson and Kitchell 
then went down and tried to dig Loughran 
out. Three times they bad uncovered to the 
waist, but each time the dirt caved in again 
ana covered him up to the neck. 

Two dozen policemen under Sergts. Lone 
dale, Blair, and Polhemus kept the crowd 
back. Everybody talked and told bow to get 
the man out, but very few seemed anxious to 
risk their own lives at the job. A policeman 
went for help to Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 12, in Twelfth street. The foreman said 
it was notin his district and refused to do 
an thiug. Then the policeman went to En- 
gine Company 19, in Twenty-fifth street. There 
they offered to lend him two shovels. When 
be returned some more policemen and several 
volunteers from the crowd took off their coats 
and wentto work again, but the more they 
shoveled the worse it got. When they were in 
despair Daniel Crimminsa, a contractor, of No. 
1186 Second avenue, came along and voiun- 
teered to get the man out. He asked for some 
plank, and a dozen men went to get them. In 
halt an hour the street looked like a lumber- 
yard. Adozen men sawed, and hammered, 
and talked, while a hundred more stood around 
and told them what to do. A piank was put 
here, a board there, and a brace somewhere 
else, and the caving was stopped; but when 
this was done the hole was so full of timber 
that nobody could get down to work. 

The man in the bole was getting discouraged, 
and the doctor was dosing bim with whisky to 
keep up bis nerve. The water-pipe burst just 
above his head and the water poured a cold 
stream down upon him, making his teeth chat- 
ter, until a pluinber crawled down and stopped 
the leak. 

Looking down into the bole Lougbran’s bead 
and shoulders could be seen, surrounded by 
mud and water, his eyes turned up appealingiy 
to those above, as be begged and prayed to be 
taken out. Bottles of chicken broth and beef 
tea were banded down to him. A man came 
along and lighting a cigar asked the doctor to 
hand that down also, but tne doctor refused. 
A tank of oxygen was brought, but Loughran 
refused to take it. Father Edward P. Murphy 
of St. Columba’s Church. in Twenty-fifth 
street, crawled down among the timbers and 
talked to the imprisoned man, but Loughran 
was as chipper as a sandboy, and the priest 
came up again without administering the sac- 
rament to bim. 

At 2 o' clock the flagstones next the curb fell 
in. Men then went to work and tore up tue 
sidewalk and-a dozen shoveiers began Ccigging 
a hole there, hoping to reach Louguran from 
that direction. Charles Cooper, a laborer, 
sometimes employed by Thomas Ennis, at No. 
187 Ninth avenue, worked like a bero, as did 
others also. The rain poured down in torrents 
and a cold wind swept through the street, but 
the crowd remained. 

At4o’clock Dr. Adams was relieved by Dr. 
Ernest Lines, who went down into the hole 
with more whisky and beet tea. Blankets 
were wrapped around Lougbran’s head and 
eboulders and everything possible was done for 
his comfort. He stood the long delay with be- 
roic patience, only now and then urging the 
men to burry up and directing them where to 
work. A boleas big as a ceilar was dug, and 
finaliy at 6 p. m. the man was reached, 

„Give me a shovel,” be cried, in his anxiety 
to keep bimseif out of the hole. A 

He was on his knees, and the dirt ‘held bim 
down so that there was great danger of break- 
ing his legs, but be was seized and lifted up, 
flehting and scolding at what be considered 
the rough treatment be was receiving. When 
brought to the surface be was cheered by the 
crowd, as were also the men who helped to 
dig bim out. Four policemen quickly piaced 
bim in the ambulance and be was taken to the 
New York Hospital, where the doctors exam- 
med him and found no bones broken and no 
serious bruises. 

The doctors say that Lougbran will be all 
right again in aday ortwo. His escape from 
death under the circumstances was little less 
than a miracie. He bad Wen practically buried 
for nine and one-half bours, but his wonderful 
grit carried bim through an experience that 
would have killed many a youngerman. His 
wife did not know of the accident until after 
he was taken out. 


A Boom in Consolidated California. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 27.|—[Special.]— 
The speculative portion of the public here 
has been much excited this afternoon by the 
unexpected and sudden rise in the price ot 
Consolidated California and Virginia mining 
shares, The stock closed Friday at $19.50. At 
the afternoon board sales today the stock be- 
gan to climb, and before the publie could col- 
lect its wits had reached $35. It cinsed at $31 
bid; $82 asked. One man bad held 1,000 shares 
of Consolidated California tor tour years, and 
only parted with his stock a month ago, as- 
sessments having impoverished him. His case 
is but one of many, and it is more palpabie 
than ever that Comstock mining sbares bave 
passed into the bands of a syndicate and are 
being resold to the public. 


A $75,000 Incendiary Fire.

The Little Rock Failure. 

Litre Rock, Ark., Nov. 28.—({Special.|— 
The failure of Quinn & Grey, the largest dry- 
goods tirm in this city, who closed their doors 
last evening, created much surprise in com- 
mercial circles. The liabilities of the firm are 
about $10u,000. The goods and fixtures are 
estimated to de worth $150,000. This is the 
heaviest failure which ever occurred in this 
city. The creditors are firms chiefly of New 
York, Chicago, and Little Rock. The firm, it 
is thought, wil) resume business at an early 
day. Quinn bas failed twice before. 
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on an enormous scale, and the stock rose from 
44 to 49%. It had gone up the day before 1% 
points, which was thought to be a pretty good 
rise tor one day, but yesterday's colossa! op- 
erations took the street by surprise. It ia of 
little use to inquire what substantiat ground 
there is for this, because it ig plain that a 
combination of wealthy men, operating be- 


tween New York and London, are 
working the stock speculatively on the 
reorganization scheme, which, if they 
do not absolutely control, they can 


80 far mold and modify as to support their 
operauons in the stock market. The manipu- 
lation of the stock througbout has been in the 
best style of the art. Whenever they have 
been accumulating stoce the market bas been 
80 worked as to create the impression that they 
were selling, Whenever they were selling it 
looked like buying. Thus they bave made 
several turns since the first great movement 
began early in September, when the stock 
was selling about 23 to 24. The real pian of 
reorganization is not known even yet. The 
first one put out long ago was decided to be 
unsatisfactory, and tne Morgan-Walsbh syn- 
dicate went into the scheme on the 
understand that it was to be modified in 
several important respects. The modified plan 
is still unknown to the public, and it is not 
even certain whether it has been fully agreed 
upon, The latest report in the street, how- 
ever, is that it had been completed and will 
probably be made pubiic tomorrow. The 
special circumstance of yesterday was the 
election of Mr. Corbin to fill the vacancy in 
the Board of Voting Trustees caused by the 
death of Mr. Lewis. There had been a warm 
contest over this, as there are two 
factions in the syndicate supporting the 
reorganization, and one rumor was that Mr. 
Corbin bad been elected on a compromise. 
It is evident that some warm feelings were ex- 
cited by the coatest, as the newspaper which 
represents the Philadelphia end of the syndi- 
cate had some stroug comments on the matter, 
and referred to a New York faction of des- 
perate and almost reckless speculators who 
were working the reorganization proceedings 
to suit thoir stock-market epeculations. 
Ciosely counected with the Reading specula- 
tion is the speculation in Jersey Centra!, and 
bere the street is again mystified, for there 
seem to be two parties on the inside, one 
working to get the stock down and the other 
trying to keep it up. People who 
know something of the Reading deal aver 
that Jersey will go down; that the men who 
are interested in getting it down have the 
power to do it; and that the full success of 
their Reading plaus requires that they shail 
get control of that stock at low prices. How- 
ever this may be, it might be weli for small oper- 
ators who have exhausted their means when 
they have put up a 10 per cent margin to give 
Jersey Central a wide berth lor a time. While 
the big men are fighting over k small men are 
liable to get wiped out in a twinklmg which- 
ever way they trade. Parenthetically it may 
be noted that a report current on the street 
yesterday was that Mr. Gould bad been caught 
short of Reading It is along time since Mr. 
Gould’s name bas been mentioned on the 
strvetin connection with a stock speoulauon. 
so complete has been bis apparent retirement 
from active work in the market. 
The bull movement in Lake Shore carried 
the stock over par, the first time it bas been 
there since it passed out of the list of dividend 
payers. It is expected to go higher the com- 
ing week, when the meeting will probably be 
beld at which the question of what dividend 
shall be paid will be settied. The impression 
is that it will de no more than 2 per cent, but 
such a surplus will be carried over as to insure 
the stock remainirg on the dividend paying 
list. The earnings siuce September have been 
unexpectediy good, and the Uctober state- 


ment of the Pennsylvania KHailroad 
shows that the roads between Buffalo 
and Chicago are doing a large and 


profitabie business. In this the predictions 
have been verified by some shrewd observers, 
who long ago asserted ‘that the revival of 
business would most benefit the railroads 
traversing the great quadriiateral bounu by 
the Allegbenies on the east, the Ohio River on 
the south, the Mississippi on the west, and the 
great lakes on the north. Here was where the 
paralleling of existing roads had been carried 
to excess and had stopped at last from sheer 
exhaustion. 

The same process is now going on in the 
region northwest of Chicago, and Wall street 
is bearlshiy nclined in consequence on the 
Granger stocks, which bave taken a back seat 
lately in speculation. But in the great quad- 
rilateral referred to the recovery has been 
going on, and the business is now growing up 
the roads so that their earnings are constantly 
increasing. Then, too, tuere was a splendid 
crop of winter wheat harvested there this year, 
while the spring wheat region was not 80 
blessed. The rise in Lake Shore bas 
been accompanied by a rise in stocks 
of other roads which serve that territory; 
and properties which hau fallen into poverty 
or bankruptcy there bave in many cases gone 
into the hands of stronger men, who, with 
abundant financial backing, are successfully 
pushing them on. It may be remembered that 
some weeks ago reference was made here to 
the fact that the dividends on the Western 
roads of the Vanderbilt system would be de- 
termined about the first part of December, and 
that in the interval it was unlikely, to say the 
least, that their stocks would go down in the 
market. The advance of Lake Shore bas 


given more confidence to speoulauon., 
because the street bas been accus- 
tomed to see that Stock reflect 


by its rise any improvement in general trade, 
and when it moved slowly while the new th.nes 
of the South and Southwest were extraordi- 
narily active there was an uneasy feeling that 
the market was gettmmg too fullof wiidcats. 
Yet the truth is, the Southwest is the great 
growing section, with all the promise that the 
Northwest ever held out; and the building of 
new roads there, or the reorganization ona 
sounder basis of roads which were built before 
their time, is merely a beaithy growth of 
transportation facilities corresponding to the 
necessities of increased business. 

The Rock Isiand intends to build down into 
Texas and will go on to El Paso, the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Road will go on to Albuquerque. 
and the Atchison is goimg in the same direc 
tion. The Denver & New Orieans is extending 
down from Pueblo to meet the Northern ex- 
tension of the Fort Worth & Denver City, which 
company has just completed contracts for a 
200-mile extension, and will jom the other 
road at a point on the Canadian River. At 
this point the Kock Island extension and the 
San Francisco extension will unite, coming 
from different directions, while the Atcbison 
will cross the Fort Worth & Denver City Road 
somewhat south. Arrangements have been 
made between all these companies not to par- 
allel each other, but so to run their lines of 
road as to be of mutual assistance. The line 
the Fort Worth Road takes is througb North- 
western Texas, and rather a hard country for 
a railroad to knock a living out of; but this is 
mainly a matter of good management and of 
low capitalization at the start. The extension 
referred to is bonded at only $16,000 per mile. 
Whatever its prospects may appear it seems 
that some people have contidence in them, for 
a syndicate of the strongest bankers in the 
street have just taken the $3,000,000 of new 6 
per cent bonds, and, badly’ as some of the 


Texas roads were burt by the drouth this year, 


the Fort Worth Road was able to earn ail in- 
terest charges anda small surplus besides. 
While speaking of bonds, by the way, u mar 


be added that the West Shore bonds rose the 
last week to over 105, the highest price ever 
recorded for this issue.

He then 
carried the body ot his wife up-stairs, put ber 
to bed, and set it on fire to make it appear that 
it caught from the stovepipe, while be run 
down-stairs and out into the street fora doc- 
tor. When be came buck she was burned to 
death. He seemed greatly surprised. The 
Coroner's jury returned a verdict that Kerner 
set the house on fire with the deliberate pur- 
pose of killing bis wife. The District Attorney 
advised his arrest. Kerner was then arrested 
on the double charge ot homicide and sarenn.

TEMPERANCE BY COMPULSION. 

That eminent expounder of the faith ac- 
cording to John Calvin, Dr. Howard Crosby 
of New York, comes before the public in 
the Forum and in the pulpit with a cure for 
intemperance in Gotham. His specific is not 
based on his own custom of having wine on 
the dinner-tabie, but is simply paper prohi- 
bition adapted to the great city in which his 
lot is cast, and which he not inaptly if some- 
what affectedly calls a cosmopolis.“ His 
plan, as elaborated in a magazine article and 
supplemented in his sermon, has for its 
foundation, to use his own language, the 
„ action of 500 well-known citizens who are 
** wholly free from connection with office or 
** office-seeking,” men who, to further quote 
his own words, would unite to elect honest 

men and not care a fig whether they are 
** Democrats or Republicans.“ ' 
According to the reverend gentleman’s 
figures the voting population of New York 
amounts to 250,000. In a republican form 
of government 500 might find it somewhat 
difficult to rule over and outvote the rest of 
the quarter ofa million. But this may be a 
secular view of the case. When Gideon went 
out against the host of Midian he preferred 
800 to $2,000, the chosen band having been 
selected on a Croton water test. Dr. 
Crosby's plan, however, is more suggestive 
of Capt. Bobadil than it is of any Hebraic 
worthy. Having stated the number of voters, 
or rather overstated it, he proceeds to an 
analysis of the sum total. The ignoran:, de- 
praved, and criminal classes he sets down as 
60,000; the number too indifferent to vote at 
all, who care nothing for temperance or 
public morals, and who never register or 
vote, at 30,000; the independent voters at 
30,000; the thick-and-thin party men 
of respectability at 140,000. He might 
ve pursued his analysis farther, 
largely upon the returns of the 
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nean showing would be much better, but 


even of them not a large per cent practice 
total abstinence. Where would the “ five 
hundred” get their majority, and how long 
would it probably take them to get con- 
trol of New York on the coercive 
teetotal platform, inasmuch as that city is 
the entry port for foreign immigration, and 
is bound to be under the political control of 
a population recruited from countries where 
such a thing as political prohibition is un- 
known and would be abhorrent to their ideas 
of personal liberty? New York is the most 
unpromising place in all North America, or 
perhaps in the world, {jn which to make the 
attempt to keep liquor away from thirsty 
throats when nine-tenths of the population 
crave and consume it. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Outside of the stock markets there is noth- 
ing of the spectacular sort in the business 
situation as there was in 1884, when disasters 
followed each other so rapidiy, but the inter- 
est in the course of affairs is more general 
and intelligent now than it was then. At 
that time the whole commercial world was in 
a state of discouragement. There was little 
to inspire hope or stimulate enterprise. De- 
cline in prices, failures, and small returns on 
capital were looked upon as the normal con- 
dition of things. This year the outlook is 
decidedly different. In almost every part of 
the world where there is any important trade 


signs of improvement have begun to appear, 


and all classes are cheered with the hope of re- 
ward for effort. In place ot the stolid indif- 
ference of the times of depression we have a 
study of current events out of which every- 
body expects to reap some profit. 

But this interest in affairs finds too strong 
a representation in certain directions and too’ 
weak an expression in others. Capitalists 
have rushed into the stock market as promis- 
ing the quickest returns on their money and 
their endeavor. The phenomenal advance 
of stocks In New York which have in past 
years been considered nearly worthless is 
known to everybody. Inthe same city and 
in San Francisco the mania for mining stocks 
has started up again; in London there is a 
craze not only for the issues of mining com- 
panies, but for those of other concerns open 
to quite as much suspicion; in Paris there is 
a run on bank shares and other securities 
toward which the fancy of buyers may run 
for the moment. The offerings of new se- 
curities in England from Jan. 1 to Oct. 30 
footed up £86,539,000, against £63,799,000 
in the corresponding period of 1885. In this 
country the issue of new securities is not re- 
markably large, and the pressure on the old 
ones is the more pronounced. 

Nothing has yet happened to bring those 


who have ventured into these undertakings | 


to grief, but their position is a hazardous 
one, inasmuch as they are operating on their 
expectations, and not on anything that has 
yet been proved. If prosperity does not in- 
crease so rapidly as they expect they will 
find themselves loaded with a burden by no 
means easy to bear. Thus far the enormous 
aggregate of capital enlisted in the support 


_of stocks and the faith of its owners have 


served to maintain the strength of the mar- 
ket. ‘There is no evidence of serious 
weakness. The fact that the low- 
priced stocks have been thrown ont of 
loans has not forced many of those 
stocks to sale, and that is, of course, proof 
of their solid backing. Prophecies of a gen- 
eral collapse when this or that security 
should react have been abundant all through 
the rise, bat they have failed, and it is only 
fair to say that the situation is as free from 
signs of danger now as at any time. The 
earnings of the trunk-line roads are unques- 
tionably heavy, and the decrease in the earn- 
ings of the Granger roads without a corre- 
sponding decline in the stocks shows that 
holders have confidence in their future. As 
for the railroads of the country in general, 
the increase in earnings is not so rapid as it 
was earlier in the fall, but it is a time of the 
year when traffic is apt to fall off somewhat, 
and the weather has been unfavorable. 

The reports of mercantile and manufactur- 
ing business last week were generally favor- 
able. Iron maintains its strong position, and 
the tendency of prices is still upward. The 
demand for coal is large and the stocks are 
decreasing. There was a spirited movement 
in coffee toward higher prices, but it was 
partly speculative. Among believers in 
wheat there is more hopefuiness than for 
months, and the market seems to afford them 
real ground for encouragement. As for 
lumber, there appears to be no danger of an 
oversupply, to say the least. The Michigan 
copper combination has made its semi-annual 
sale, amounting to 8,000,000 or 10,000,000 
pounds at 12 cents a pound. This is above 
the lowest prices of the last year or two, 
but the sources of supply are constantly 
widening, and we can hardly expect much of 
an advance inthis metal. The advance in 
all standard commodities is slow in compar- 
ison with that of 1879, when everything was 
so stimulated by the resumption of specie 
payments. 

The money market is not much changed. 
It would seem that the increase in the surplus 
reserve of the New York banks during the 
week ending Nov. 20 was the result of con- 
servative measures taken by those institu- 
tious, and not of any falling-off in the de- 
mand for money, for just as soon as it was 
seen that the banks had accumulated a con- 
siderable sum the loans increased again, The 
growth of that item last week was large. 
There is no visible weakness in the market 
and no reason to expect lower rates till the 
middle of January. 


EUROPEAN WAR PREPARATIONS. 

Ostensibly with the view of keepmg the 
peace in Europe Germany is proposing to in- 
crease her standing army by a tenth. In the 
speech read at the opening of the Reichstag 
the Emperor says: The object of the policy 
“of the Empire, which enjoys peaceful re- 
** lations with all States, is to exert in favor 
of the maintenance of concord among all 
the Powers the influence which accrues to 
Germany from her love of peace.” In 
view of subsequent demands made in this 
same speech these words read like grim 
satire. Weare informed in one breath that 
the policy of Germany is peace; that she 
holds peaceful relations with all the Euro- 
pean States; that she is anxions other Pow- 
ers should also feel the blessed influences 
which spring from the love of peace, 
and in the next breath that, although 
the policy of the Empire is always 
pacific, Germany, in view of the develop- 
ment of the military establishment of neigh- 
boring States, cannot longer defer increasing 
her defensive forces, especially the peace 
effective. To this effect the Septenate bil! 
will shortly be submitted, fixing the peace 
effectiveness of the army, until 1894, at 468. 
409 men, not including the one-year volun- 
teers. The details of the result of this in- 


crease are thus stated: Infantry, 584 battal- | 


ions; cavalry, 465 squadrons; field artillery, 


pioneers, 119 battalions; military train, 118. 


battalions. All this because Bismarck and 
the Emperor are so fond of peace, and, ac- 
ng to their own statement, have no 


concern in vending questions. 


Meanwhile Germany’s proposed increase 
creates a stir at once all over Europe. France 
is afraid Germany wants to pitch upon her 
and determines to increase her peace effect- 
ive to 515,811, although every dollar spent in 
doing it is like drawing blood out of the tax- 
payers. Russia is uncertain what Germany 
wants to do, but fears that Austria and per- 
haps England, in case of a general hubbub, 
may strike at her, so she proposes to fix her 
peace effective at 547,450. Meanwhile Aus- 
tria and Italy must be ready for whatever 
may turn up, so they have set about Increas- 
ing their forces. England is a little apart from 
these doves of peace and is not strong enough 
to make any demonstration on land, so she 
sets to work increasing her navy that she 
may have peace on the ocean while the other 
Powers are preserving brotherly love on shore 
with guns and cannons. 

It the real object of Germany and the other 
Powers is to keep the peace, is it not a little 
singular that it has not occurred to some 
statesman to propose a mutual and simulta- 
neous reduction of the armies all around? 
There is more likelihood of peace with small 
armies than with large. International con- 
cord is always weakest when armies are be- 
ing strengthened. Such a movement would 
not only be in the Interests of peace among 
the Powers, but of contentment and pros- 
perity at home. The present system takes 
men from their work and sends women and 
children into the fields. It unfits the soldier 
for any other than military life and duties. 
It paralyzes industry, increases taxation, 
drains the country of its resources, and drives 
off the people who are needed athome. The 
reduction of the armies would have exactly 
the opposit effect and restore the waste and 
rayage which have been caused by the mili- 
tary drain, besides increasing the prosperity 
of the State, the power of its Government, 
and the happiness of the individual. 


THE PARISIAN PETITION FOR THE REDS. 

The members of the Municipal Council of 
Paris, who through the American Minister, 
Mr. McLane, have petitioned the National 
Government of America and the Governor 
of Illinois for the pardon of the condemned 
Chicago Reds, have placed themselves in a 
very awkward if not ridiculous position, 
Evidently they do not comprehend the true 
situation of affairs as regards the condemned 
Anarchists. They do not question their 
guilt, but regard their crimes as treason and 
political murder. The Parisian Aldermen 
assume that the purpose of Spies et al. was 
to overthrow the Municipal Government of 
Chicago and the State Government of Lllinois 
and establish Socialism, and that in the at- 
tempt to do this they killed eight policemen 
and wounded fifty others. Then they appear 
to argue, because the treason and rebellion 
were unsuccessful, the murders committed 
should not be punished! They do not 
claim that murderers ought not to be hanged 
in America. But they do in effect claim that 
those who commit murder plus treason ought 
to be pardoned! 

How did the French themselves act to- 
wards the Reds who in 1871 seized the 
Municipal Government of Paris and tried to 
overthrow the State, and who committed 
murder in the attempt? The forces of the 
then Republic shot down the Reds by the 
thousand. After 10,000 or more had been 
slain thousands of others were arrested and 
thrown into prison. After prompt trial sev- 
eral shiploads were banished to New Cale- 
donia, while others were interned in Parisian 
prisons. The French Republican Govern- 
ment of the day was very thorough in its 
treatment of the Parisian *‘ Reds.” But now 
the Parisian Common Council wants America 
to let the Reds” who advised and abetted 
murder in Chicago in trying to overthrow 
our institutions go free! Where is the logic 
in this? 

The Parisian Aldermen refer to the mag- 
nanimity of the National Government after 
the Slaveholders’ Rebellion. The Rebels, 
bad as they were, did not try to murder with 
dynamite bombs. Besides, the attempt of a 
few hundred persons, mostly unnaturalized 
foreigners, to overthrow not only govern- 
ment but society, is quite a different thing 
from the efforts of fifteen States of the 
Union to secede, despite the efforts of twenty 
other States to prevent it, and it should be 
remembered, too, that 300,000 men of the 
States inrebellion were killed in the strug- 
gle, that the towns of the Rebels were 
sacked, their houses burned, their prop- 
erty destroyed, and their country scourged 
by the besom of war. They were forced to 
make an unconditional surrender, to take 
oaths of allegiance, were disfranchised, and 
had their State and Municipal Governments 
all broken up and reconstructed according to 
National Union ideas, and their institution of 
African servitude was abolished without a 
cent of compensation. And ever since then 
they have been compelled to pay heavy taxes 
on everything they consume or use to help 
defray the cost of crushing out the secession 
movement and in pensioning the Union sol- 
diers who overthrew and smashed them. 
The Rebels were indeed terribly punished. 
If the Reds“ were treated in the same way 
hundreds of them in Chicago would have 
been shot down the night of the bomb-throw- 
ing and hundreds more would have been 
thrown into jail. Their groups“ would 
have been broken up, their meetings placed 
under surveillance, they would be disarmed, 
and such of them as had the franchise dis- 
franchised. The Parisian Councilmen are 
evidently ignorant of all the facts in refer- 
ence to the Reds,” or they would not have 
signed such a blundering and absurd petition 
as that presented through Minister McLane. 


THE CARPENTERS OF EUROPE. 

The story of the struggle for life among 
the carpenters of London, Paris, and Berlin, 
as told in THe Trisune’s cablegrams of 
yesterday, is a graphic picture of the priva- 
tions and hardness of existence in overpopu- 
lated Europe as compared with the condition 
of the carpenters in this country. A similar 
recital was given a week ago of the condi- 
tion of the masons and bricklayers in the 
same cities, and of their miserable wages, 
hard fare, squalid surroundings, and dismal, 
hopeless prospects. The condition of the 
carpenters appearsgo be no better. Among 
the 20,000 carpenters of London the expert 
workers only average 18 cents an hour, while 
the inexpert only get 12 cents, and out of 
London wages are six cents an hour less. 
The best that the 4,000 carpenters of Paris 
can earn is $1.70 for ten hours’ work. In 
Berlin the 8,000 carpenters work eight hours 
a day fora little more than a dollar ($1.05) a 
day, and expect to be out of work three 
months a year, pay exorbitant prices for all 
articles of provisions as compared with our 
prices, and accumulate nothing. It is the 
same story everywhere—starvation wages, 
long hours, and no work for weeks and 
months at à time, poor food, squalid homes, 
a dark present, and a darker future.

THE NEW GLASS FOR MICROSCOPES. 

The invention of a new kind of glass, 
noticed in bur columns a few days ago, 
promises to open the way for astounding 
discoveries in science. ‘The account said: 


Prof. Abbey and Dr. Scott, aided financially by 
the Prussian Government, have invented a new 
and valuable glass. The ordinary glass contains 
six Substances, The new glass made by rot. 
Abbey and Dr. Scott contains fourteen. The 
most essential elements of which it is composed 
are phosphorus and boron, neither of which is 
used in common glass. With the old glass the 
full power of the microscope was the discern- 
ment of the one five-hunared thousandth part of 
an inch, and with the new glass it is claimed that 
the one two hundred and four million seven hun- 
dred thousandth part of an inch can be dis- 
tinguished; or more than 400 times smaller ob- 
jects than with the present microscope. The 
difference between the new and the old glass 
consists in the refraction of light. The glass is 
not on the market yet, but will be very shortly. 
It will be used entirely for high power instru- 
ments. 


If there be no mistake about this reported 
discovery, a few years hence will witness a 
wonderful extension of our knowledge in 
both directions—towards what Pouchet called 
‘ the infinitly great and the infinitly little.“ In 
the latter direction, especially, the new 
knowledge may be exceedingly valuable as 
well as interesting. ‘The ability to perceive 
objects having a diameter only one four-hun- 
dredth part of the most minute that can be 
seen with the best microscopes of today may 
not carry us to a sight of the ultimate atom, 
if any such thing there be. Some of the re- 
cently observed phenomena of matter tend 
to cast a doubt on the rather old-fashioned 
theorv of its atomic constitution. If, how- 
ever, the researches of some who hold to the 
atomic theory may be accepted, the atom is 
still fifty times smaller than the highest 
power attainable by the use of the new glass. 
Tt Is estimated that as many as 100,000,000 
of them could be ranged in line within the 
compass of a single inch, and still have room 
enough between them to obviate the neces- 
sity of a single contact. To put the case in 
another way, it may be said that the whole 
earth, having a diameter of nearly 8,000 miles, 
is about as much larger than an ordinary bill- 
iard ball as that ball is larger than the atom. 

But if the newly-acquired 400-fold power 
does not reveal to us the ultimate molecular 
constitution of matter, and thus place in our 
hands a key to the essence of all created 
things, it may be expected to bring within 
our ken the most minute specimens of ani- 
mal and vegetable life that exist on the face 
of our globe. The mysteries of mold, fungi, 
and animal parasites, with the organic para- 
sitic forms that pray upon them, perhaps for 
several generations down towards the infinit, 
may be opened up as objects of study, and 
show hitherto unexpected causes of disease 
and death to the human being as well as to 
those lower down in the scale of creation. It 
may reveal to us the initial stages of decay, 
which we cannot at present recognize, except 
perhaps by the sense of smell, which is today 
our best safeguard. It is a well-known scien- 
tific fact that all the natural odors (scents), 
whether animal or vegetable, are the products 
of decay or disintegration. This is true even 
of the most delicate flower essences as well 
as of the coarser perfumes and more disagree- 
able odors that mark the advanced stages of 
putrescence. It is searcely beyond the 
bounds of probability that such increased 
optical power as is claimed for the new glass 
will enable us to recognize every one of these 
as entities by direct vision, in a manner anal- 
ogous to that by which we now discover 
traces of faintly-diffused matter by the aid of 
the spectroscope. 

If it dothis, only another step remains to 
the entrance upon a vast field of research 
having for its direct object the elevation of 
humanity toa much higher plane of exist- 
ence than that now occupied in. the flesh. 
The new-found knowledge should put us in 
the way of mitigating if not abolishing many 
of the current afflictions of humanity. At 
present the old saw, that ‘‘a knowledge of 
the disease is half its cure.” holds good 
through a rather wide range of observation. 
And who shall say that it may not be ex- 
tended, as our knowledge increases, to take 
in the whole of the economy of physiology, 
enabling us to control the vital functions and 
processes to an extent that will indefinitly 
prolong our material existence if we cannot 
live forever? Can it be possible, after all. 
that the tree of life which stood in the mid- 
dle of the Garden of Eden was made of 
glass? May we not, in the line of this dis- 
covery, be pardoned the dream-like idea that 
the opening of the eyes of our first parents 
in Paradise was effected by the use of a com- 
pound microscope presented to them by the 
serpent ?

GrorGe Scutiiine, Editor Belz of the

Then he tried to stir up mutiny 
against Powderly by saying that the latter had 
exceeded his authority and had violated 
the constitution of the Knights of Labor, 
which in one of its articles deciares it a duty 
of the members: To sbhorten the hours of 
labor by a general refusal to work more than 
eigut hours. Owens knows, or he ought to 
know, very well that this dia nut apply to the 
Stock-Yards men. Theirstrike was isolated 
and particular, not general, for while they 
were claiming an eight-hourday the packers’ 
employés at Omaha. Kansas City, and Milwau- 
kee were working ten hours a day for trom 30 
to 40 per cent less wages than the Chicago men 
were offered for the same bours. How is it that 
workingmén are go gullible as to be imposed 
upon by suchtransparent humbugs or dunces 
as Owens, or by his bosses, Belz, Schilling, Glee- 
son, and Morgan? Had the strike at the Stock- 
Yards continued one week longer than it did 
every striker would have been permanently out 
of a job for the winter. The workingmen should 
insist on their walking delegates being pos- 


sessed of more intelligence or more honesty 
than Walking-Delegate Owens.

NEAR THE DANGER LINE. 


ACTIVE MEASURES OF ‘THE POLICE 
TAKEN IN IRELAND, 


— 


A Number of Meetings Dispersed by the 
Representatives of the English Govern- 
ment—O’ Brien to Be Arrested—A New 
Diocese Erected in Hlinois with the See- 
House in Belleville—lItaly to Adhere to 
the Berlin Treaty—King Milan Alarmed. 

SLIGO, Nov. 28.—The Nationalist chiefs beld 
& private meeting in the town-hall today and 
discussed their future course of action. 
Messrs. O’Brien and O’Kelly, members of Par- 
Hament, went to Riverstown to address a 
meeting. A platform was erected and the 
chapel den tolled, Mr. O'Brien made 
a speech in which be denounced the 
Government and declared that te 
Irish would be able to overcome the unwortby 
scbemes for repressing opinion. The police 
threatened to arrest him. but although he 
defied them he was not molested. Mr. O’Brien 
then went to Baliygote, where a priest ad- 
vised him not to talk. He persisted, however, 
and the meeting was dispersed by the police. 

The excitement inpSligo is intense. The 
streets are guarded by police and cavalry. 
Commoner Tanner commenced a speech in a 
neid near town, when a body of porice ap- 
peared and dispersed the meeting with bayo- 
nets. There was no riot. A meeting at Tully, 
County Mayo, approved a plan for the coming 
campaign. John Deasey addressed the meet- 
ing. He said mat if Dillon and O’Brien were 
imprisoned the Irish people would not be witb- 
out friends. The landlords were entitied to 
only four or five years’ purchase. 

Mr. Thomas Mayne, member for Tipperary, 
defended boycotting. A Government reporter, 
guarded by constables, was present and noted 
the proceedings of the meeting. 

Commoners Maurice Heaiy, Hooper, Lane, 
Fox, and Shea spoke at a meeting at Killeagh. . 
They all declared that the Government could 
not terrify them, but their speeches were gen- 
erally moderate and guardei. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 29—4 a. m. [Copyright. 1886, 
James Gordon Bennett.|—Notwithstanding the 
proglamations, what may be called peripatetic 
meetings were heid in the vicinity of Sligo and 
other places, which were variously dispersed 
by the bayonet or the club. At Ballagbaderin 
John Dillon was defiant. The following ex- 
tract from his speech will voice the general 
-feeline of Irishmen: 

The Government may attempt to suppress the 
movement. They have struek a blow: already. 
A detective from Dublin has handed me a proc- 
ess. That isthe blow. Iam still here. These 
papers declare that I have been guilty of bad 
conduct towards the Queen, because, indeed, I 
have induced tenants on several estates in Ire- 
land to combine together in order to compel the 
landlords to reduce the rents. All 1 can say 
is this. If the Government have no other 
blow to strike they will have very little effect on 
me by such blows. They may rest perfectly cer- 
tain that if writs or processes have no more ef- 
fect on you than these documents have on me it 
will be along time before Lord Dillon gets his 
rents. In spite of these grand legal documents 
we shall continue to go*ardund and advise the 
people to take their stand. Now or never for fair 
rents and free homes. I say that you need not be 
at all afraid as to the result of this movement if 
you follow our policy as honest men, as brave 
men, and as men faithful to one another. Lord 
Dillon is absolutely powerléss before you, but 1 
must remind you that in carrying out this policy 
you are not to lie down and sleep. In every dis- 
trict on this estate members of different leagues 
should meet every Sunday and, regularly as they 
go to mass, discuss the situation. Whenever 
writs or processes are served you should meet 
together and express your determination to 
support the men who have been struck and send 
up word to us in Dublin as soon as the writ 
serving begins and we will call the biggest meet- 
ing that ever assembled in town. 8 If 
you stand firm, as I know you will, the battle is 
won and you will soon see Lord Dillon haul 
down his colors. 

Undoubtedly O'Brien will be arrested to- 
morrew.

Charged with ulning a Young Woman 
Who Was Under His Charge.

The frisky Abbé finally 
got tired of her, the more so as Annette was 
not contented with the Abbé. The Abbé gave 
her as parting gifts a sum of money 
and a check for 1,000 francs. Annette 
shortly afterward offered the check in 
payment to her upbolsterer, who, before 
accepting it, asked the Abbé if it was all right. 
The Abos declared the check to be a forgery. 
La Fronce navm published the above story, M. 
Paul de Cassagnac, who every once in a while 
assumes the role of champion to the Parisian 
ecclesiastic, wrote to the Abbé Roussel and 
asked whether that “infamy ’”’ was 
true or not. The Abbé vrote to 
Paul de Cassagnac declarmg the whole 
matter to be a base fabrication, and inclosed a 
letter from Annette saying that all imputations 
against the Abbé’s chastity were false, and 
that the signeture of the Abbé was in fact a 
forgery. Annette wasthen arrested and put 
into prison at Saint Lazare. Today her father 
appears qn the scene and writes a letter pub- 
lished in La France, saying that his dauh- 
ter was really betrayed by the Abbé Rousset 
aud was forced to write the letter which 
the Abbé inclosed to Paul Cassagnac by the 
Abbé’s lawyer under pressure of severe threats 
and promises. Moreover, experts pronounce 
the Abbé’s signature to the cbeck to be au- 
thentic. The celebrated Parisian advocate, 
Maitre Laguerre, has been retained for 
Annette, and La France 1. confident that 
a perfect avalanche of unimpeacbabie testi- 
mony will soon be forthcoming to prove the 
Abbé’s backslidings from chastity. The affair 
causes a great sensation, as the Abbé has been 
bitherto considered a model of morality and 
uprightness, has enjoyed the utmost confi- 
dence, and has for years been in supreme 
charge of a female orphan asy/um and a board- 
ing-scbool containing upward of 100 young 
girls, aged from 10 to 20, of whom he was the 
sole confessor and mentor. 


GREAT BRITAIN, 


The Carrying of the American Mails. 
Lonpon, Nov. 29.— Tue Daily News, referring 
to the new mall contracts, admits that if the 
foreign steamers could carry the mails more 
quickly and more cheaply they should have 
the preference.

THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


Relations with the Italfan Government—An 
Independent Bishop—Capel's Case. 

Rome, Nov. 27.— [New York Times’ Special 
Cable.|—For the moment the Italian Ministers 
are too busy thinking of à possible war in the 
spring and how Italy will get out of it to press 
matters against the Vatican, and a sort of 
breatning-speli truce reigns between the two 
places. There is considerable connection be- 
tween this temporary cessation of hostilities 
and the intrigues tor Jacobini’s place as Secre- 
tary of State, which his Holiness will force 
bim soon to vacate. The Liberal candidate is 
Czacki, a talented young Pole. whom it is de- 
lieved the Pope quietly favors. His success 
would mark a great practical advance by the 
Vatican in mundane politics. Hence it is al- 
most too good to hope for. 

The Papal mind just now is occupied with a 
very comical case of Episcopal contumacy. 
The offender is Mgr. Cassanas Y. Yages, who 
combines the functions of Bishop of the See 
of Urgel with tnose of resident of the little 
Republic of Andorra. The word littie is a 
figure of speeca to all who have bad to reach 
Camilla, the stronghold of the mitred Presi- 
dent, from Foix, whether on mules or by the 
stuffy yellow diligence journey, which is one 
of the most tedious and vexatious in Europe, 
Tbe Bishop is a tremeudous casuist, especially 
on smugeling and gambiing. He has been 
warned by France and Spain through the Pope 
that he must stop the former. He replies 
that his people would repudiate bis rule if he 
tried. to forbid smuggling. After all, your 
Holiness,” he continues, ‘smuggling is only a 
penal and not a spiritual offense.

Fourth—Questions of dispute between the 
Government and the church to be decided by a 
mixed tribunal of arbitration composed of civil 
and religious functionaries, among whom shall 
be the Papal Nuncio who shall be accredited. to 
the German Empireand the German Minister of 
Pubhe Worship.

SPAIN AND CUBA, 


Frauds and Forgeries in the Cuban Treas- 
ury—Pians for the Future. 

Makro, Nov. 27.—| Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—In reply to the Cuban Dep- 
uties, Queipo Portuondo, Minister for the 
Colonies, declared today in Congress that the 
officia! investigations in the Cuban Treasury 
bad led to the discovery of frauds and forger- 
ies exceeding $1,318,000 in the Department of 
Indemnities for confiscated property alone. 
Confidentialiy the Governor-General bad an- 
nounced that the imvestigations, which 
are still proceeding, were expected 
to reveal even larger frauds in 
other departments of the Treasury. Only two 
persons bave been arrested in Spain on Cuban 
warrants for the said frauds, and the third 
person has absconded. The Minister 
solemnly promised the House that the Cuban 
tribunal would spare no offenders, nor would 
be admit any interference to check justice in 
the colonies. In reoly to other questions, 
Minister Balaguer declared he would use 
every fuculty granted by the Cortes to reduce 
the export duties to the West Indies directly 
the Governor-General confirms the statement 
that the revenue of the last three months is 
satisfactory. He could not do more immedi- 
ately, but in the tariff duties, as well as in ne- 
gotiations for a treaty with the United States, 
he and his colleagues were willing to do all in 
their power to promote the commercial inter- 
ests of Cuba and Porto Rico. The Cuban au- 
tonomist Deputies say they are satisfied with 
the new press law and hope to obtain conces- 
sions for an electoral franchise. After the 
debate the chief of the Cuban autonomist 
Deputies, Labra, assured me the Govern- 
ment could not modify the export duties 
to the Weet Indtes without much prudence, 
at it would not be easy to find the $3,000,000 
which these duties give annually, but he ex- 
pects great results from the general reform 
and reduction of tariff import duties that the 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs of the Colonies 
are preparing with tne assistance of able 
Officiale in the Colonial Office nere. This re- 
vision and reform of the Cuban tariff will be 
independent, though it may be still further 
developed by the treaty with America, and 
will be completed by a thorongh reorganiza- 
tion of barbor and custom-house regulations 
in the West Indies. Labra believes Balaguer 
will carry out the tariff reform in Cuba next 
year. He believes also in the success of the 
treaty negotiations, thinks the logic of events 
will lead the Spanish Government to give Cuba 
bome rule, even if at first the concession is 
limited to the extension of the elective prin- 
cip.e to Governor and Council and the exten- 
sion of the faculties of local elective bodies, 
but Labra thinks commercial administrative 
measures most urgent. 


GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 


A Great Robbery. 

Broussecs, Nov. 27.—\Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — A great robbery, 
especially interesting in America, was com- 
mitted today on an express-train starting from 
Ostend at 3 o’clock in the morning carrying to 
Verviers the Eoglish and American maiis on 
their way to Germany, Austria, and the East. 
Oo the express arriving this morning at 8 
O clock at Verviers, where the mails are always 
transferred to a German train, it was discoy- 
ered that the carriage containing the English 
mail had been broken into and twenty-two 
bags, containing money and diamonds to the 
supposed amount of $250,000, bad been opened 
and emptied. A lantern was found in the car- 
riage, showing the robbery had been com- 
mitted during the night by passengers travel- 
ing in the train, and who probably afterwards 
alighted at one of the intermediary stations. 
Among the stolen property were forty-one 
parceis of diamonds shipped at New York for 
Alexandrovski. The Belgian Government is 
responsibie for all. 

The robbery was discovered upon the arri val 
of the train—the Ostend express—at Verviers. 
Letters from America containing money and 
diamonds to the amount of £40,000 were 
stolen. It is supposed the authors of the.rob- 
bery are thieves who were implicated in the 
recent thefts of the Erelish mail. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—Superintendent 
Bell of the Foreign Mail office reports tonight 
the receipt of a dispatch from the Postmaster- 
General ot Belgium informing the depart- 
ment that the United States mail for Kussia 
while passing through that county last night 
was robbed of 141 registered packages. This 
is believed to bave been the mall that left 
New York Nov. 17 on the steamer Eider and 
left London for St. Petersburg Nov. 26. 


Thanksgiving-Day in Berlin. 
BERLIN, Nov. 27.—(Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. — There was quite a lively 
time Thursday about the American Thanks- 
giving dinner. An American clergyman, Mr. 
Schuttendyke, here is a strict temperance 
man, and although the Thanksgiving dinner 
had been enlivened by wine, women, and song 
during thirty-five years he thought a new de- 
parture was inorder. There were two Tbanks- 
giving dinners in Berlin—one at the Hotel Im- 
perial and the other at the chureb. The for- 
mer was enlivened by the presence of Miss 
Adams and by the charming Mrs. Gracie of 
New York and Mrs. Sylvester, whose husband, 
an old American resident of Berlin, bas feast- 
ed at every Thanksgiving anniversary in Ber- 
lia for fifteen years.

Exodus of Colored People from South

Emigrant agents 
find it easy to obtain large parties of colored 
peooie to go to Arkansas. Some have gone to 
Liveria and others are preparing to follow. 
Heretofore the „large planters have been able 
to assist the laborers during hard times, but 
this year ail have lost heavily and each man is 
thrown on bis own resources. For the next 
tweive months there will be great suffering 
among the laboring class. 


An Engineer’s Heroism, 

CINCINNATI, O,, Nov. 28.—A fatal collision 
attended by dramatic circumstances occurred 
at Anderson Station on the Cincinnati Southern 
Railroad, eight{miies below here, sbortiy after 
2 o'clock this afternoon. The engine making 
a trial trip was ordered to leave here not 
earlier tban 1.45 P. M. It was in charge 
of Edward Droban, an old and experienced 
engineer. At Anderson it collided with 
the north-bound freight. Droban bad in the 
cab his two sons, 5 and 7 years old. and 
also John Maher, aged 5. Perceiving danger 
ahead he threw the three chfidren through the 
cab window and staid at his post. He sacri- 
ficed his life for the boys. John Maher was 
also killed, and Frank Lockwood, the engineer 
of the north-bound freight was badly injured.

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THE NEW CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME 
MEETS WITH NO FAVOR. 


The Cranks Have Howled for Co-operation 
for Years, and Now that the Chance Is 
Here They Fight It-—T. J. Morgan's 
Queer Arguments at Last Night’s Meet- 
ing—Among the Labor Element—Vart- 
ous Meetings About Town. 

What was called a mass-meeting to discuss 


‘the proposed codperative packing-house at the 


Stotk-Yards was held at No. Tl West Lake 
street yesterday afternoon: As the attend- 
ance was confined aimost solely to the Social- 
ists the discussion was one-sided against the 
scheme. The talk was siguificant in showing 
the wide divergence in the Socialistic the- 
orists themselves, the champions of the two 
wings—Morgan and Sohilling—bolding views 
d ametrically opposed relative to what Social- 
ism demanded. The depate, as explaining 
what Morgan and hie feliow-Socialists really 
desired, ana their course towards the 
various labor movements ef the closing 
year, was also significant, as it proved 
what bas often been charged and ro often de- 
nied that every movement towards amelioration 
was to be secretly opposed as putting off the 
great day ot he Bloody Revolution. 

Paul Ehmann, one of the most rabid Social- 
ists in the city, presided. Before the discus- 
sion T. J. Morgan said he wished to read the 
account of the banquet of the Commercial 
Club and the discussion they bad on the labor 
problem both for information and to move 
that this banquet be made the subject for dis- 
cussion at the next meeting of the society. He 


then read the account as it appeared in Tas 
TriBUNE. It was decided, however, to discuss 
the banquet next Sunday. Mr. Morgan then 
moved that he be allowed to speak Yirst on the 
king-house scheme, and that then it sbould- 
debated alternately by those who favored 

and those wno opposed the scheme until 5 
o’ciéck, at which time they should adjourn. 
This motion prevailed and Mr. Morgan took 
the floor. After stating the proceedings of the 
last meeting he said: 

I am the last man in the world who would seek 
a quarrel or dispute for the sake of 4 quarrel or 
disputation, but if I had known at the last meet- 
ing that the cresolution I introduced would have 
provoked the discussion it has, and caused a 
warrant for my arrest, I should still have intro- 
duced it because I believed it to be my duty to 
do so. Here is a scheme which asks the working 
people for $500,000. I and the society as Socialists 
and as students of political and economic science 
believe the scheme would fail and the money put 
into it de lost. We asked an investigation, and 
lo! the promoters are indignant. If theirscheme 
isa one, an investigation could do them no 
barm, but rather 

The Socialists are charged with preaching co- 
operation to the oe people, and now that 
they were about to put itinto o tion they 
say the lists are deriding itand putting ob- 
stacles in the way. I deny that the Socialists had 
ever preached individual codperation. We are 
in favor of universal coéperation, which means 
the destruction of the present competitive sys- 
tem. 
To illustrate the development of the mono 
olistic system: When Chicago had 100,000 inha 
itants and a few hundred thousand more tribu- 
tary to it there were nine wholesale dry-goods 
houses here. Then @ man learning the business 
might have some hope of one day becoming a 
merchant himself. Now, with a poplation of 
nearly a million and other millions tributary, in- 
stead of an increase over the nine there was a 
reduction to four, and two of these could com- 
bine any day and crush out the other two, giving 
themselves a complete monopoly of the business. 
What ene to a man learning the business now 
of ever himself becoming a merchant? So it is 
in other branches, both of distribution and pro- 
duction. The Standard Oil Company, the An- 
thracite coal pool, and the Gould and Vanderbilt 
systems of railways are striking and familiar 
examples of this development, while the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company is an example of

Socialistic. 


The business of rk-packing# has developed 
far into the monopolistic state, and these are the 
reasons this codperative scheme will fail; sup- 
posing the money to be subscribed, the buildings 
erected, the difficulties of securing managers of 
wide experience, honesty among the members 
andin the management overcome, and everything 
is in readiness to buy hogs and turn them into 
pork. Armour will know about when this time 
will be, and shortly beforehand will, if he thinks 
his interests demand it, raise the price of hogs 14 
or 15 cents above the normal price. The co- 
operative company must buy because it cannot 
let its capital lie idle. The agents of the co- 
operative company buy and the hogs are turned 
into pork. By that time Armour has depressed 
the price of pork 14 or 15 cents a hundred 
below the normal price. The company must sell 
in order to get money, but a short series of such 
experiences a the company. But there 
are other dangers. e operatives will own the 
stock and elect the directors, who appoint mgna- 
gers, foremen. and superintendents. But-the 
0 tives are men who all their lives have been 
under bosses. The feeling that they are now the 
bosses will cause insubordination which fore- 
men, superintendents, and directors will fear to 
suppress because they thereby endanger their 
positions. But suppose all these dangers safely 

and the scheme & success, it only benefits 
those in the scheme, makes them contented, and 
conservative and loath to lend a sympathetic ear 
to the wrongs of workingmen not in the scheme, 
and does nothing to elevate the great mass of 
the workingmen. 


Ihave supposed the scheme to be honestly 
conceived an ＋ 2 and I will not e 
isn’t.

but I will say this: The eme was conceived 
by well-known workingmen, but they have been 
brushed aside, and the men who are now actively 
promoting it are not known to the great mass of 
the working people. 

Morgan then took up another objection to 
codperation, which, it seemed, would apply 
im redoubled force to nis State Socialism. It 
was a fact, be said, that working peop'e when 
they went into new conditions out from the 
present system became more or jess insubor- 
dinate. When they became bosses and were 
not held down as they formally had been it 
got the better of their good sense, and they 
took liberties which, for the success of their 
enterprise, they ought not to take. They 
wil not obey their foremen, who, being de- 
pendent upon their votes at the next election 
of the stockholders, became powerless and un- 
willing to assert their authority. Then came 
suspicion, followed by discontent, and at last 
by disintegration. This, ne claimed, was the 
bistory of numberless cobperative schemes, 
and would surely be repeated with this latest 
one. 

August Kempfe, a cigarmaker, believed that 
the eight-hour system sbould be obtained be- 
tore working people were developed in their 
ideas eufficijent to make codperation practica- 
ble. He then drifted into an argument about 
the course of the Socialists last May in oppos- 
ing the eigbt-hour movement, which resuited 
in Morgan's stating that while the Sociglists 
did not approve ot the plan adopted for the 
eigbt-bour movement they went into it to be 
with the great mass of the working classes. 

Granville Sawyer was the only detender ot 
the scheme. He claimed if they were to do 


anything some one must take the in- 
itiative. Cooperation was not new or 
untried. Hundreas of thoveands of 


coOperative projects had succeeded. He 
failed to see where the Socialists were logical. 
They wanted State Socialism, but were abso- 
lutely opposed to codperation by asmall party.

in the atmosphere of competition. 

As to the Rochdale pian, and bere Morgan 
touched the key-note of bis objections, the 
working people did not learn by it their rights 
and opportunities. They became contented in 
their selfishness. No one ever heard of Roch- 
dale acting as a political factor, as sending out 
Socialistic or Rationalistic pamphiets. For one 
he did not propose to join in any such pia. 
He would take partin nothing that stood in 
the way of the whole truths and of those 
things passing into the bands of the people to 
whom they belonged. It was said universal 
operation was along way off. On the con- 
trary, it was right bere. He believed that 
soon the means of transportation were to be 
in the bands of the Government, as 
the mail, the water supply, and the fire system 
were now, and that every man, women, and 
child in the United States would then become 
stockholder. When that time comes and a 
monopoly is attempted a Government agent 
will step in and take control. 

“You say you can’t wait for it.“ be con- 
tinued, but I will tell you you have got to 
wait tor t. Yourown duty until that time 
comes is to get all you can for your labor, ana 
when you can save movey from your small

The committee appointed by the English- 
speaking Socialists to investigate the charges 
of T. J. Morgan of dishonesty in the manage- 
ment of the new codperative packing-bouse 
project met yesterday and listened to Morgan's 
explanation. They decfied that they bad 
nothing to do with the matter, as it belonged 
to the directors of the packing-house, and not 
the Socialistic party. They concluded to make 
no recommendations to the party, but leave 
che matter to those directly concerned in it, 


OTHER LABOR AFFAIRS. 


C. G. Dixon Having a Hard Time in the 
United Labor Ranks.

Central Labor Union. 

The Central Labor Union held a five hour 
session yesterday, but nothing of importance 
came before the mecting. A communication 
from tne Committee of Twenty-one of the 
United Labor Party, requesting that delegates 
be sent from the Central Labor Union to the 
Labor Conference to be heid in this city in 
January, 1887, was favorablo acted upon. A 
committee was appointed to settle the 
difficulties which now exist between 
the Bakers’ Union and tne Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Union. This committee 
will meet with the National body at the Labor 
Conference in January. A request from the 
Oigarmakers’ Union that none but blue label 
union-made cigars be used was adopted. Let- 
ters were received from the Central Labor 
Unions of Cincinnati and Cleveland, pledging 
financial aid in the defense of the eight con- 
victed Anarchists. After several speeches had 
been made in defense of the condemned men 
the meeting adjourned. 


The Clerks. 

At the United Clerks’ Assembly yesterday 
encouraging reports of the progress of the 
early-closing movement were received. Every 
assembly ot Knignts of Labor in the city and 
nearly every trades union had adopted reso- 
lutions indorsing the movement. Among the 
down-towa clothiers Willoughby, Hill & Uo. 
and F. M. Atwood were reported as the fast 
friends of the movement, the former closing 
at half-past 6 o'clock, that their clerks 
could be home and at supper by 7 o'clock.

Orthodox Jewish Circles, Have a Sensation 
to Discuss. 

About three years ago Miss Sarah Kanter, a 
very handsome 18-year-old Jewess, married 
Jacob Abrahams. The couple stopped at the 
home of the bride’s parents, No. 567 South 
Canal street. They had one child, who is now 
2 years old, The Kanters are wealthy butchers 
and move in high orthodox circles. The bride 
did not like her husband. and after Mr. Abra- 
hams took bis wife to Pittsburgtwo yeare ago 
she left him ana came to her parents’ bome. 
Accordimg to the Jewish laws, if the wife in 
such a cases wishes a divorce, the husband has 
the absolute power to grant it. Mr. Abra- 
hams wife appealed to bim for a separation, 
but he refused. Mr. Kanter, the father of 
Mrs. Abrahams, left a week ago for Pittsburg 
to attempt a settlement with the husband. The 
latter was, however, obstinate, and Saturday 
night the wite received a letter from ber father 
Stating that her husband refused to give ber a
